HAYING COMPLETE» ITS LABORS, 
THE CONVENTION ADJOURNS. 


R esolutions 
A dopted — E xecutive 
C om m ittee Selected — C losing 
Scenes o f th e C onvention. 


The State Anti-Chinese Convention was 
called to order at 10 a . m . yesterday. The 
attendance of members was not so large as 
on the previous day, owing to the fact that 
many of the San Francisco and other dele­ 
gations had left for home after the passage 
of the boycott resolution. The attendance 
o f spectators, however, was not in the 
least diminished, the lobby and galleries 
being at all times crowded. 
The first thing in order was the discuss­ 
ing of the remaining resolutions in the re­ 
port of the Committee on Resolutions fol­ 
lowing the one that recommended boycott­ 
ing. Manv amendments were offered, but 
all were voted down except the following, 
which was added: “That all vacancies in 
said Executive Committee shall be filled 
by election of the clubs and leagues of the 
county in which the vacancy occurs; and 
that in fase any county is not represented 
in this Convention, then that the commit­ 
teeman from that county be filled by the 
election of the clubs and leagues in that 
county.” 
The other resolutions were then adopted 
without change. 
Elwood Bruner, of Sacramento, offered a 
resolution exempting from the boycott all 
persons who in good faith made an effort 
to supplant Chinese by white labor. 
Senator Kellogg raised the point of order 
that it had been decided that all resolutions 
-hould be referred to the Committee on 
Resolutions. 
The Chair decided the point well taken. 
The question of the adoption of the reso­ 
lutions as a whole was then put and car­ 
ried, with only two or three dissenting 
votes. The vote was greeted with wild 
cheers, many standing in their chairs and 
waving their hats. 
EXPLAINING THE.?. POSITIONS. 
Mr. Newlands. of San Francisco, asked, 
as a personal privilege, to be allowed to ad­ 
dress the Convention for a moment. He 
wanted to say that lie approved of every­ 
thing done by the Convention except the 
passage of the resolution recommending a 
boycott. (Cries, “ We have done nothing 
else. Everything else is buncombe; but 
boycott means business.”) 
Frank Pixiey said be, too, claimed the 
privilege of making a personal explana­ 
tion. lie heartily indorsed every act of tlie 
Convention except the resolution authoriz­ 
ing a boycott. You outnumbered us. You 
have swallowed us, and wo are now pass­ 
ing through a state of digestion ; and. my 
word for it. we will sit heavily upon your 
stomachs. You are the victors, and we are 
the vanquished. 
When the vote was 
taken last night adopting the boycott we 
called for the roll call, but in the confusion 
which then prevailed, the Chairman failed 
to hear us, and in consequence we were 
deprived of the privilege of going on record 
as voting against that infamous resolution. 
Boycotting is not in accordance with hu­ 
manity, not in accordance with common 
decency. 
Mr. Burry said that an impression had 
gone forth that this was a political conven­ 
tion, controlled by and in the interest of 
certain politicians, aspirants for political 
honors. He repudiated the idea. It was 
false. It was non-partisan in every sense 
of the word. 
He offered a resolu­ 
tion to that effect and it was unanimously 
adopted. 
Dennis Kearney said he hoped that the 
remarks of Mr. Barry would not in any 
way disqualify him (Kearney’’from secur­ 
ing possession of the Gubernatorial chair 
next November. [Laughter.] 
At 11:30 the Chair declared a recess of 
thirty minutes in order to allow the dele­ 
gations from the different counties an op­ 
portunity to select from their number a 
person whom they desired to be placed 
upon the Executive Committee. The dele­ 
gations met in little knots in different por­ 
tions of the chamber. In most instances 
a selection was agreed upon with but little 
trouble, while in others the rivalry was 
spirited and the selections not satisfactory 
to all. 
A UNANIMOUS CHOICE. 
The Tuolumne delegation, consisting of 
five members, was called to meet in the 
southeastern portion of the Ha'll The del­ 
egation was called to order by J. C. McFar- 
nahan, one of the members, who, by the 
way, held the proxies of the other four. 
He said he wanted to he fair, to take no 
undue advantage, and, if any other mem­ 
ber of the delegation desired the iiosition, 
he would not take it. He wanted it dis­ 
tinctly understood that he did not want the 
piace. was not seeking for political distinc­ 
tion or notoriety, liad no ax to grind, and 
would rather some other of the gentlemen 
who were delegates would take the posi­ 
tion. He would gladly vote for either of 
them, and could vouch for their anti-Chi­ 
nese record. He paused for a reply. No 
answer came from the four empty chairs 
upon which the proxies lay. He then 
placed himself in nomination, and voting 
all the proxies for himself, he announced 
that .1. C. McFarnahan. having received the 
unanimous vote of the Tuolumne delega­ 
tion, was the unanimous choice, and so re­ 
ported it to the Convention. 
m 'o LASHAN IN THE ( HAIR. 
When the Convention was again called 
to order the Chair announced that in order 
to complete his work upon the appoint­ 
ment of the Executive Committee, he would 
have to ask for farther time. He called C. 
F. McGlashan to the Chair, and then re­ 
tired to arrange his appointments from the 
recommendations handed in by the various 
delegations. 
Horace Davis,«Chairman of the Commit­ 
tee on Resolutions, handed in a large bun­ 
dle of resolutions. He said they had been 
placed in the hands of his committee In­ 
direction of the Convention. The com­ 
mittee had performed the duty first 
assigned them. They had formulated a set 
of resolutions that covered all the grounds 
for which the Convention had assembled. 
The baby boycott was born ; it was a 
strong, vigorous and heaithy child, and the 
committee did not think the resolutions lip 
now returned to the Convention were 
necessary for consideration at this time. He 
moved that they be turned over to the Ex­ 
ecutive Committee, and the Committee on 
Resolutions be discharged. 
After some little discussion the motion 
prevailed, and a recess was taken until 1:30 
r. m. 
Afternoon Session. 
Immediately after calling the Conven­ 
tion to order after the noon, recess, the 
Chair, Judge Freer, announced the follow­ 
ing as the Executive Committee : Delegate 
at Large, C. F. MeUlashan : Alameda, H.

A. Camminetti, of 
Amador, was also added as one of the 
committee at large, 
A deleítate from one of the San Fran­ 
cisco clubs said that Carl Browne, the 
artist, had been present during the session, 
and drawn excellent portraits of the Chair­ 
man of the Convention, C. F. McGlashan, 
“The Hero of Truekee," and other sketches 
that would appear in the next issue of his 
paper, the Open Letter. He moved that the 
Executive Committee be authorized to pur­ 
chase 3,000 copies of the issue, to be sent to 
the delegates of the Convention for general 
distribution. The motion was seconded. 
John P. Dunn, the State Controller, and F. 
J. Clark, his deputy, assailed the motion, 
and moved to lay it upon the table. After 
a short and spirited debate the motion was 
tabled by n bare majority of one vote. 
Another motion to Ballow Carl Browne a 
per diem of five dollars, the same as that 
allowed clerks and Sergeaats-at-Arins, was 
assailed by the same parties and shared a 
similar tate. Browne says that his car­ 
toons of the State Controller that have ap­ 
peared from time to time is the cause of the 
strenuous opposition made to those propo­ 
sitions by the Controller and his deputy. 
Denis Kearney moved the adoption of 
the memorial to Congress, which was read 
by John F. Swift on Thursday, and which 
appeared in full in Friday’s R ecord-U n io s. 
The motion was unanimously adopted. 
A vote of thanks was tendered to A. J. 
Dahnis, of Alameda, who originated the 
idea of adjourning the San Jose Conven­ 
tion to Sacramento, and which resulted in 
the merging of the two Conventions, the 
harmonizing of all factions. Before putting 
the vote the Chair announced that he took 
no exceptions to the remarks made by Mr. 
Dahms on the preceding evening. If the 
Convention had listened to the remarks of 
the gentleman as the Chair did. they would 
have observed that he prefaced them with 
an explanation that would not hear the in­ 
terpretation afterwards placed upon them 
by the Convention, and which resulted in 
the scene that followed. He complimented 
Mr. Dahms for his manliness, and assured 
the Convention that any feelings that had 
been engendered were far from the intent 
of Mr. Dahms. and was in no wise war­ 
ranted by the language that the gentleman 
used. 
Mr. Dahm took the tloor, made 
a personal explanation, eulogized the 
Chairman, and in an eloquent manner 
complimented the Convention for the great 
work it had accomplished. His remarks 
were frequently interrupted with applause, 
and at their close were loudly cheered. 
A STATE ORGANIZER. 
For State Organizer, Lewis Jacobs, of San 
Francisco, placed in nomination the Rev. 
N. F. Ravlin, of San Jose. In doing so he 
paid a high compliment to that gentleman, 
lie said that the reverend gentleman would 
preach the doctrine of anti-Chinese to ail 
the people. He could and would reach and 
convert to the cause the church and tem­ 
perance people who had been standing 
aloof, apparently afraid to take issue 
against the Chinese. He could swell the 
ranks and popularize the movement with 
the whole people. He comes not as a law­ 
yer looking for his fee, but, on the con­ 
trary, he is acting solely in the great cause 
of humanity. Elect him, and you have a 
man whose whole heart is in the work. 
The nomination received several seconds. 
T. H. Carr, of Truekee, placed in nomi­ 
nation for the )K)sition Hon. J. A. Filcher. 
of Auburn. He regarded Mr. Filcher the 
gentleman of all others pre-eminently 
suited to fill that position. This nomina­ 
tion was seconded by Hon. P. Ileddy, of 
Mono, in a short and eloquent address’ 
Mr. Filcher stated that his business rela­ 
tions were of such a character that it would 
be impossible to accept, and thanking the 
gentlemen who had placed him in nomi­ 
nation, declined the honor. 
There being but one candidate, the Rev. 
N. F. Ravlin was nominated by acclama­ 
tion.Mr. Ravlin was called for and briefly ad­ 
dressed the Convention, returning thanks 
for the honor conferred. He said the cause 
of the laboring classes was his cause. From 
conscientious convictions he had left, his 
pulpit, his home and his family, to labor 
in the cause of the masses. He pictured 
what this country may become under the 
regime of the white man, and what it 
surely will be under the regime of the 
Mongol. He would labor in tli£ cause with 
all his energy, and would not consider his 
work accomplished until the time arrives 
when labor and capital will shake hands 
together.

D. 
Lubin. of Sacramento, offered a reso­ 
lution that Saturday. March 20th, be desig­ 
nated as the day upon which meetings 
should be held throughout the State to 
ratify the acts of the Convention. Adopted. 
A resolution was offered and adopted re­ 
questing the railroad companies to keep 
the low rate East on third-class fares as at 
present for the next ninety days, so as to 
enable laborers and their families to come 
from the East to take the places which the 
boycott would make vacant. 
j. H. Barry, of San Francisco, offered a 
resolution, which, after amendment, was a 
request to the President of the railroad 
companies to discharge all Chinese now in 
their employ. The resolution was adopted. 
A large number of resolutions were 
handed in. but the Convention refused to 
read them, referring them to the Execu­ 
tive Committee. 
Burnette G. Haskell, a delegate from the 
Coast Seamen's Union, delivered to the 
Convention a communication from the 
Portland, Oregon. Anti-Coolie League, 
which was read and ordered printed, and 
mailed to each member of the Convention. 
J. A. Filcher offered a resolution return­ 
ing the thanks of the Convention to the 
presiding officers, the Secretaries and Ser­ 
geants-at-Arms for the able and satisfactory 
manner in which they bad performed their 
duties. Also to the reporters and the press 
they represent, for the complete and truth­ 
ful reports that had been published of the 
proceedings of the Convention. Carried. 
At 3:30 t>. m .. on motion of Senator Fil­ 
cher, the Convention adjourned sine die. 
The Executive Com mittee. 
The Executive Committee met iu the 
Senate chamber at 2:30 p. m. and effected 
the following organization: Chairman, C. 
F. McGlashan. The Secretary and Treas­ 
urer will be hereafter named. The Execu­ 
tive Committee of the Executive Committee 
will be composed of the Chairman, Secre­ 
tary. Treasurer, the four members from San 
Francisco and the member from Alameda. 
Headquarters will be established in San 
Francisco. The salary of the Chairman, 
Mr. McGlashan, was* fixed at $200 per 
month. The committee will immediately 
issue an appeal to the people of the State 
for coin contributions, the sinews of war. 
for carrying on the work now begun. The 
Executive Committee adjourned to the call 
of the Chair. 
Convention Notes, Etc. 
E ds. R ecord-Union : In your issue of 
yesterday appeared the following: “ Denis 
lias iost all of his influence with the co­ 
horts he once led, and is snubbed at every 
corner. He is openly accused of selling 
out the laboringman.” The men whom I 
quarreled with here are the same narrow- 
miuded and prejudiced creatures that I 
quarreled with during the agitation. I do 
not consider them as workingmen : they 
only work with their jaws and live on 
their wits. Their breaths smell like a rot­ 
ten peach orchard ; as workingmen they 
are a burlesque.

The efficient Secretan- of the Convention, 
George \V. Peckliam, proprietor of the 
Watsonville Tranerri)tt, will remain in the 
city a day or two to close up the work and 
accounts connected with the position occu­ 
pied. 
In speaking of the reports of the Con­ 
vention as they were published in the 
newspapers. Mr". Pixiey yesterday said : "I 
have been accused of almost everything, 
but when it is published to the world that 
I ‘ espoused the cause ’ of ‘ Sconchin.' on 


the floor of this Convention. I pass.-’ He 
looked upon that report as a little on the 
order of a boycott. It appears that in the 
excitement and confusion caused by the 
remarks of Mr. Dahms. which were re­ 
garded as an attack upon the Chair, and 
in which “ Sconchin,” with characteristic 
ofliciousness and offensiveness loudly took 
a part, Mr. Pixley's eloquent appeal to de­ 
feat the motion proposed to vacate the 
Chair was confused in the minds of some 
of the representatives of the press with 
the motion and efiorts made simultaneous­ 
ly to discharge Maloney from the position 
of Sergeant-at-Arms of the Convention. 
No one should ever be erroneouslv charged 
with acting as champion for the “ rounder 
Sconchin.’r and certainly Mr. Pixiey, 
both past and present, is free from ativ 
such damaging insinuation. 


REMARKS UPON THE BOYCOTT. 
•Speeches fo r a n d A g a in st—W ise M en 
D iffer in O p in io u . 
Eight columns of the R ecord-U nion 
yesterday morning were devoted to the 
procedings of the Anti-Chinese Convention, 
and yet much of interest to the general 
reader was, for want of space, omitted. 
The following synopsis of the remarks upon 
the boycott was crowded out, and is now 
given on account of the importance of the 
subject under consideration. 
In opposing the .boycotting resolution. 
General Bidwell, of Chico, said : You are 
responsible for the uresence of the Chinese 
in this State. You have a treaty with that 
country which invites them to our shores. 
They came, as they had a right to. under 
the provisions of that treaty, and under that 
treaty you cannot boycott or injure them 
without violating your plighted laith. He 
had been asked to boycott the Chinese veg­ 
etable dealers of Chico, to displace twenty- 
eight of their vegetable wagons, but he had 
declined to do so. He proposed to stand 
by his country’s pledges and the mainten­ 
ance of all her laws. He referred to the 
Anti-Chinese League of Chico, the league 
that had boycotted him. and said thev did 
not represent the best element of society in 
that community, nor the best interests of 
that section. They wore Chinese-laundried 
linen at the time they were boycotting him. 
He employed large numbers of white men, 
women and boys. His cannery and flour­ 
ing mills were run exclusively with white 
help. 
This was no time for such 
action. The people of this State are 
not prepared to pass upon a question un­ 
known of in America—unheard of until 
this time. This idea was imported from 
Ireland, a dynamite countjy. 
If you 
adopt this proposed system of boycott, vou 
immediately inaugurate the greatest' ty­ 
ranny ever known or heard ot in this or 
any other country, You start a firebrand 
in every community. When you boycott 
ati individual you destroy his credit; " you 
take the bread from his family; you’de­ 
grade his manhood. He would'consent to 
boycott no man. He neverstruck back ex­ 
cept in self-defense. Boycott is a crime, 
and in time will he branded as such. It 
was an instrument of oppression. He was 
willing the Cliineseshould go. He deplored 
the fact that they were here. He regretted 
that such an instrument as the Burlingame 
treaty was in existence. He hoped that 
the sober, better judgment of the members 
of the Convention would prevail, and that 
the resolution would he refused adoption. 
F. W. Hunt, of Alameda, made a vigor­ 
ous speech in favor of the resolution. He 
said this matter has gone far enough. We 
have suffered sufficiently. No man on the 
floor of this Convention has been heard to 
make an appeal in behalf of the starving 
unemployed white laborer. Let us stand 
by the boycott. 
Let it be long, bitter and 
unrelenting, and in the end it will he suc­ 
cessful and our wrongs righted. Our ap­ 
peals to the Legislature and to the authori­ 
ties at Washington avail us nothing: they 
treat us with contempt: their non-action 
is an insult to our intelligence ; they evi­ 
dently regard us as a set of fools and block­ 
heads. General Bidwell offers no plan by 
which our condition can be bettered, no 
avenue of escape from the Chinese curse. 
An effort at this time to obstruct the boy­ 
cott is in effect an effort in the interest of 
the Chinese. 
Andrew Sbarboro, Secretary of the Ital­ 
ian .Swiss Agricultural Colony in Sonoma 
county, said that the col on v had over 500 
acres in vineyard and orchard that was 
cared tor exclusively by white labor. They 
had demonstrated the fact conclusively 
that the fruit interests in this State would 
not suffer if the labor was taken from the 
Mongolian and given to the white man. his 
wife and children. Instead of a few mis­ 
erable huts filie 1 with a Chinese horde, 
their place presented many beautiful and 
happy homes, occupied by the people of 
our own flesh and blood, of our own reli­ 
gion, whose interests were in common 
with those of our own, who were destined 
to build tip atid make of California what 
she is destined at no distant day to be—the 
France of America. His company do not 
employ Chinese, and never will. Every­ 
day white unemployed labor asks him for 
work, and he was only sorry that all such 
could not get employment and make of 
them what they ought to be—a happy and 
prosperous people. All talk of memorials 
and appeals to Congress are the veriest 
nonsense. When the able memorial pre­ 
sented by John F. Swift is handed to Con­ 
gressman Rice, of Massachusetts, lie will 
be heard to say : “ Here these Californians 
are again bothering us about the Chinese. 
If they don’t like the Chinese why do they 
hire them?” Just so. This statesman 
from the old Bay State asks us why don’t 
we boycott them. We will act nnon his 
suggestion. 
James H. Barry, of San Francisco, 
was one 
of the most enthusiastic 
champions of the boycott upon the 
floor of the Convention. 
He said 
we have been boycotted long enough, 
and b y 
it is lime for us to begin to boy­ 
cott. He was in favor of striking from the 
resolution “ from the earliest moment” and 
begin boycotting at once. Referring to 
General Bidwell, he said a member of the 
Convention, if he employed Chinese or 
came within the rule as laid down in the 
resolution, should not be excepted, hut be 
boycotted into submission. Advance upon 
the enemy’s works without delay ; show 
no quarter until the wrongs of the down­ 
trodden and oppressed of our race are 
righted. 
Frank Rixley said he was opposed to the 
Mongolian, and he was also opposed to the 
proposition to boycott; it was cowardly 
and inhuman. 'When interrupted by 
liisses, he retorted by saying: “You may hiss 
as much as you please’for I expected that. 
You may talk and roar and fan your 
wings, but you do not represent the in­ 
telligence of the State.” A member called 
Mr. Pixiey to order. When asked by the 
Chair to state his point of order, he re­ 
plied: “ My point of order is that Mr. 
Pixiey says we don’t represent the intelli­ 
gence of the State; I think we do." The 
Chair replied. “ Sit down, sir, your point of 
order is not well taken.” Mr. Pixiey con­ 
tinuing said : “ The Chinaman lias llie same 
right here that I do. He has the same 
right here as any other foreigner has. 
To boycott is unnatural, un-American, in­ 
human. It is a cowardly word, which only 
came into our language three years ago. 
The same class of men who proposed the 
boycott itj California are responsible for the 
labor riots which lately occurred in London. 
You propose to arrest an evil by |>erpetrat- 
ing a crime upon the people.” He claimed 
it was a crime which could and should be 
punished the same as any other conspir­ 
acy. When asked to show any law against 
boycotting, he retorted: “Turn to the Codes, 
and turn to * Conspiracy,’ and you will find 
it." His speech, which was limited in time, 
was interrupted from its commencement 
to its close with questions, hisses, and other 
interruptions, but he stood boldly forth, 
and denounced all the advocates of the 
resolution in most unmistakable terms. 
He reviewed the great good that had 
beer, accomolished by the Restriction Act, 
and claimed that the onlv avenues of es­ 
cape from the evil arising from the presence 
of the Chinese in California was to obey 
the laws of the country, and secure Con­ 
gressional legislation. 
F. G. Newlands. of San Francisco, also

opposed the resolution on legal grounds. 
He said if the workingman would trust less 
to those that mouthed so much and prom­ 
ised them the universe, you would be more 
likely to get the needed legislation. 
P. Reddy, of Mono, made one of the 
strongest appeals that was offered in behalf 
of the resolution, and his remarks 
were frequently interrupted with loud and 
prolonged cheers. He said it was an ad 
mitted fact that the Chinese arc- an evil and 
a curse. This being true, what can there 
he wrong in getting rid of them? In 
order to do this, the Convention was dis­ 
cussing the only lawful measure by which 
to accomplish the desired end. He said 
the statement had been made that boycot­ 
ting is illegal. He denied this. It is* un­ 
lawful for people to hand together to do 
harm, but not to unite to do good. He 
denied that boycotting is new. but held 
that it is as old as civilization itselt. Na­ 
tions protect themselves in that wav, and 
he remembered a ratable instance—-when 
Germany boycotted the American hog. 
When a woman does that by which she 
’oses her chastity, she is boycotted by the 
world. St. Patrick boycotted the snakes 
in Ireland ; they all left, and there is not 
a reptile in the world that will not come 
out of its hole at the dead hour of night 
and crawl a mile over a hair-rope walk to 
stick its fangs into an Irishman. Some of 
the speakers had complained that the Chi­ 
nese are being driven to San Francisco. 
Well, ain't that the way home? Didn't 
they come in that way? The Senator said 
that if he had not answered the arguments 
of those who had spoken in opposition, 
those on his side, more able than he, would 
do so. and in a few days a practical illus- 
traiioti will be given of the boycott system. 
Senator Sargent made an able legal argu­ 
ment. He said that the Convention might 
not be aware of the fact, but they were 
taking steps that might put the ballot into 
the hands of the Chinamen. He had just 
received a letter from Senator Mitchell, in 
which were expressed strung hopes that 
his bill would pass both houses of Congress, 
lie feared that wliat was being done would 
jeopardize the chances of Congressional 
relief. If the news went East that there 
were in this State thousands of men who 
were being allowed to starve to death, 
there would be a complete revulsion of 
sentiment against us. He made a strong 
appeal to the Convention to reject the pro­ 
posed boycott. 
Ex-Collector Sears said that he had 
listened for two days to the discussion in 
the Convention. He thought thev had as­ 
sembled to do something towards getting 
rid of the Chinese, hut he had failed to 
hear any of those who are opposed to boy­ 
cotting suggest any plan of operation. 
They had spoken ot the treaty, but, judg­ 
ing from his experience, at least nineteen- 
twentieths of the Chinese had come here 
in violation of the treaty. The Burlingame 
treaty said the Chinese might come here of 
their own free will. They do not come 
here because they so desire, but are brought 
here in abject slavery. The speaker mid 
that the Restriction Act had done good, 
and the more the Chinese question is agi­ 
tated the more good the Act does. He said 
he was heartily in favor of the resolutions. 
Boycotting had been tried in his town, 
Santa Rosa, and had been very effective. 
M. M. Estee, of Napa, said he was in 
favor of the resolutions. 
He. favored the 
boycott, and believed all fruit men will in 
time. He knew tie- fruit men would 
suffer more than any other, but the question 
had to be met and ii had as well be met now. 
e then outlined how the fruit men could 
secure the necessary white labor to handle 
their crops. Even if ir did work a tem­ 
porary hardship for one season, the sacri­ 
fice had better be tuade til this time. 
II. Weinstock. of this city, said: We 
have iieard some of the gentlemen who 
are opposed to the passage of this resolu­ 
tion preach ab >ut principle, and self-sacri­ 
fice, and love of country, and patriotism, 
and it has been quietly Intimated that some 
of the gentlemen who have spoken in 
fuvor of this resolution are not sincere, anti 
that they have simply spoken as they did 
for effect. Now, Mr. Chairman, let us see 
by what motives some of thexe gentlemen 
who are opposed to the passage of this 
resolution, and who have prated about 
their self-sacrifice, are actuated, and how 
much of unselfishness they have mani­ 
fested in this movement. Let ine read to 
you an extract from an editorial written by 
a certain advocate who favors retaining the 
Chinese now among us. and whom we 
have had the honor of listening to this 
evening. This man in an editorial, I be­ 
lieve, written by himself, and published In 
his own paper in San Francisco within the 
past week, says: 
- 
We are opposed to driving the Chinese nut of 
the country for two reasons, and one of them is 
pure unadulterated self-interest. We have a 
tact 
and in it we work Chinese skilled la-' 
borers we have a farm, and upon n patient, 
obedient workers, and the harvest is upon us : 
we have in our family a Chinese cook, he is an 
artist, does not get drunk or steal, and is never 
impudent, and if he should become so, he is a 
man and we can kick him : we have a fruit or­ 
chard and a strawberry patch, and the Chinese 
are good fniit-pickers. We have a hop field and 
our hops are about ready to be gathered, and we 
are fond of lager beer. It is for our convenience 
and our comfort, and our profit, to keep these 
clean, patient, polite, skilled and reliable labor­ 
ers, and we intend to keep them, and to con­ 
tinue to keep them, until the law exiles them 
from the country, and then wo will be glad to 
see them return to their native laud. 
How noble these senlituents. how pub­ 
lic-spirited, how lofty, how self-sacrificing! 
l’atriots such as Washington, Jackson, 
Lincoln, Grant, and the millions of others 
who willingly submitted to hardships, pri­ 
vations, loss and suffering, who were pre­ 
pared to sacrifice all that is dear in life, 
for the benefit and welfare of their fellow- 
«.¿tizens, and for the preservation of this 
as the home of the free among the 
nations of the world. I repeat, that to 
men who feel as this man does, patriots 
such as these must seem foolish, if not in­ 
sane. If the grasping, greedy, selfish, un- 
American spirit shown by this man had 
animated the people of this Union 
at the outbreak of the civil war, 
what would have been left of our free in­ 
stitutions? How long would free govern­ 
ment have remained on the face of the 
earth? What would the world think of 
us if we took every pretext to flaunt our 
pretended Americanist*, and yet, rather 
than deny our precious bellies the smallest 
delicacy from the hands of our artistic ser­ 
vile cook ; rather than have the profit from 
our farm, orchard or factory lessened by 
one paltry dollar, we would prefer to see 
our country endangered, its liberties threat 
ened and its laboring classess degraded and 
driven to starvation? The present em­ 
ployers of Chinese coolies may be divided 
into two classes—those who are willing to 
dismiss their Chinese, but at present cannot 
do so, and those who can dismiss them but 
will not do so. The former class we must 
try to aid and assist in every way, but the 
latter clas3, whose sentiments aré so ably 
and clearly expressed by the gentleman 
whom I have quoted, must be left to this 
Convention to be dealt with. 
The remarks of Laura DeForce Gordon, 
upon being introduced to the Convention, 
were, in substance, as follows: 
I am almost at a loss to know what to 
say upon the important question you are 
called here to discuss. Never siiice the 
days in which the wisest and best men of 
our nation convened, for the purpose of 
canvassing the evils of African slavery, 
and sought a remedy thereto, has this Gov-, 
ernment been confronted by a subject of’ 
such grave and solemn inioort as the Chi­ 
nese problem. 
Those people have come among us for 
one purpose only, that is, for our money. 
They are an alien race in all that the name 
implies. They have nothing in common 
with us. No knowledge of nor sympathy 
with our institutions. Their customs, mode 
of living, ambition, if they have any, are 
distinct from us, and entirelv alien and for­ 
eign to our civilization. The result of such 
a race monopolizing the industrial pursuits 
of our land is apparent on every hand; 
painfully so in the sparsity of our popula­ 
tion, and in the army of unemployed white 
men, who infest our State as tramps. 
There is a cry against the removal of the 
Chinese from our fruit-growers, and others, 
who claim that their fruit cannot be gath­ 
ered without them ; but there is a much 
broader and comprehensive view of 
this question which should be taken 


by the American people. The gravity 
and importance of this matter demand’s 
our attention from a higher and iess selfish 
standpoint. It is not simply the possibility 
of a tew acres of grain that cannot he har­ 
vested, or of orchards whose fruit may not 
be gathered, but it is a question of infinitely 
greater magnitude and solemnity. It is 
the future of this country, not the effects of 
to-day. The men of this commonwealth 
should view this matter in the light of pro­ 
phecy, as future events can be easily traced 
from existing causes. Consider the paucity 
of our population, even of this whole coun­ 
try, as compared to that of the Mongolian 
Empire, which has five hundred millions 
of people—a number so vast it almost 
makes one dizzy to comprehend its magni­ 
tude—and think of the power they possess 
over us numerically! We should look 
forward to the possible situation of this 
country fifty or one hundred years hence, 
if this alien race is permitted to remain here 
in our midst, and to continue to increase 
their numbers ad infinitum. 
The possibility of our being submerged 
by an overwhelming influx of Mongolians 
in the near future, carries this question 
far, far beyond the mere gathering of fruit 
or reaping a harvest for a single season. 
But I deny that the claim of our fruit­ 
growers is well-founded when they insist 
that if the Chinese are discharged from 
their vineyards and orchards their fruit 
will go to waste. With the present cut in 
raiiroad fares, only $12 from Missouri river 
points, there is no earthly reason why the 
place of the Chinese laborer cannot be 
filled by white men and women. 
1 have recently returned from a ten- 
months’ tour throughout the East, and I 
scarcely met a man, woman or child w ho 
did not say they looked longingly toward 
California as their possible future home. 
They said: “ When I get rich enough I 
shall visit that beautiful land, your glorious 
Golden State, hut," they added, "One must 
have money there—it is no place for a 
poor man: the Chinese till all industrial 
positions, and the poor working man and 
woman cannot compete with them, though 
when I earn money enough I shall move 
to California.” Now, I say, send the Chi­ 
nese from your farms, your vineyards, 
your orchards, and households, and bid 
those working men and women of vour 
own race to come and fill (heir places. * 
Can it he that those men who attend our 
horticultural conventions and who insist 
that their fruit will go to waste unless tiie 
Chinese are allowed to remain and gather 
it—can it be that those men are in earnest? 
Can they mean this? Why, they talk as 
though no fruit was ever raised outside of 
California, or without Mongolian assist­ 
ance! The Eastern States raise ten times 
lie fruit that we produce, yet there is not a 
Mongolian amongst them. It makes 
me almost ashamed of my kind to 
i ear people talk as though our whole 
social 
iubric, 
or 
domestic 
affairs, 
would go to everlasting smash were it not 
for Chinese laborers. But think of our 
Eastern homes. How did our mothers get 
along with housework and laundrying? 
They never saw a Chinaman, and their 
homes were more prosperous and happy, 
and they raised enough more children than 
we do in California. 
1 do not wish to take up the time of this 
Convention, but wish to say that I am in­ 
tensely interested in the solution of this 
problem, and, after a careful investigation 
of it, I believe that there is hut one peace­ 
able solution of it. You all know that I 
am not a fanatic upon any question, nor 
do 1 talk or act rashly or impulsively upon 
any question, though some o! you may 
think me a little cranky on the “ women 
question." But, upon this question of 
hiñese labor. I have reached my convic­ 
tions after calm and deliberate study. And 
while I am obsolutely opposed tocverything 
pertaining to Nihilism or Communism— 
lor in a Government constituted as this is, 
the ballot is more powerful than the bul­ 
let to right the wrongs of the masses—and 
am implacably hostile to every proposi­ 
tan to expelí the Chinese by force or in 
violation of law, I do believe that the only 
peaceable solution of this grave problem is 
the system proposed hv the labor leagues— 
boycott. 
The Chinese only want our money. 
Withhold it from them, refusé to employ 
them iu any capacity, or to recognize or 
pat ron ire in business those who do, and in 
ninety days there will not be a Mongolian 
pest left on the Pacific coast. 
If the fruit-growers, who advocate the 
retention of Chinese i n our midst, because 
their fruit is likely to be lost for want of 
hands to gather it. are acting in good faith, 
andaré honest in what they say. I will 
fledge myself to till every place now filled 
by Chinese in their orchards or vineyards, 
with white men or women, inside of six 
weeks, if they, the fruit-giowers, will place 
themselves under bonds to employ them, 
and pay reasonable compensation tor their 
services. There are in Wisconsin, Minne­ 
sota and Iowa ten thousand white men 
and women who are temperate, industri­ 
ous and faithful workers, who will gladly 
come to our beautiful State to find employ­ 
ment and homes. Let them come, atid 
send the Chinese away. Refuse to em­ 
ploy them, keep your money away from 
them, and they will return'to their Flow­ 
ery Kingdom, and may God keep them 
there forever. 
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M ajority and M inority Rcpwrts—ini 
portant C lauses o f the M or­ 
row B ill Stricken Out.

W a sh in g to n, March 12th.—The House 
Foreign Affairs Committee yesterday re­ 
sumed its discussion of anti-Chinese legis­ 
lation. Rice of Massachusetts submitted a 
minority report adverse to the passage of 
the Morrow bill, which had been favorably 
recomntended by the majority of the sub­ 
committee. The time of the ¡Senate to-day 
was principally occupied in reading minor­ 
ity reports. 
Cox of North Carolina asked Rice a few 
questions as to the accuracy of the statistics 
presented, and said he would reply at 
length at the session of the committee, on 
Tuesday next. 
An unexpected opposition to the passage 
of the Morrow bill has developed in the 
committee, and the friends of the measure 
are becoming impatient at the delav. It ¡3 
understood that Chairman Belmont, who 
was supposed to favor the bill, now ex­ 
presses a doubt as to the propriety of its 
passage. 
The sub-committee, which had the con­ 
sideration of the subject, devoted much 
time to the investigation, and heard argu­ 
ments by the members of the California 
delegation in support of the necessity of 
additional restrictive legislation. 
The following are the majority and mi­ 
nority reports of the Committee on Forei-n 
Affairs: 
MAJORITY REPORT. 
The committee to which was referred the 
bill supplementary to and amendatory of 
"an Act to execute' certain treaty stipula­ 
tions relating to the Chinese,” approved 
May 6, 1882, as amended by an Act to 
amend said Act, approved July 5, 1834, 
have had the same under consideration, 
and having fully considered its several pro­ 
visions, do respectfully report it hack to 
the House, with the recommendation that 
it pass without amendment. The bill was 
carefully prepared by its distinguished au­ 
thor. and, as your committee believes.

The schooner John Millard has arrived 
at Boston, after a perilous passage from 
Barrington.

The House Committee on Pacific Rail­ 
roads tabjed Henley’s resolution of inquiry 
into the affairs of the Union Pacific. 
In the British House of Commons Thurs­ 
day a motion to reduce the grant for main­ 
taining parks for the royal family was 
adopted. 
A petition of the old Catholics of Bo­ 
hemia to have a Professor of old Catholic 
theology appointed in the faculty of the 
University of Prague has been rejected. 
Schaefer seems to have it ail his own way 
in his billiard contest with Vignaux in 
New York. The score for three nights 
stands: Schaefer. 1,800; Vignaux, 1.021). 
Bismarck's spirit-monopoly bill was yes­ 
terday rejected by a committee o f ’the 
Reichstag, to whom it was referred for eoti- 
sideration. The vote against adootion was 
20 to 5. 
The liabilities of Princess Beline, of 
Ypsilante, amount to £800,000. Her fail­ 
ure is due to the extravagance of herself 
and her late husband. They spent £5,000,- 
OX) in ten years. 
A contract has been signed between Nat. 
C. Goodwin, comedian, and Miles A Barton, 
of the Bijou Opera-House, bv which the 
former appears at the little house on 
Broadway for the next season at least. 
A fire broke out yesterday morning 
among a large quantity of cotton in the 
railway station at Oldham, England, and 
$350,000 was destroyed before the flames 
were extinguished. One of the firemen 
was killed. 
It is reported in Dallas, Texas, that the 
railroad strikers bad been arrested at Big 
Springs, by virtue of warrants issued by 
the United States Circuit Court. The men 
are charged with interference with prop­ 
erty in the hands of the Court. 
The London Daily AV.cs estimates the 
number of deaths in the Monte Carlo Rail­ 
road disaster, Monday, at tarty, including 
seven railway employes. No other reports 
confirm this estimate. The accident was 
from carelessness of the station masters. 
The St. Louis and San Francisco trains 
were yesterday running over the Missouri 
Pacific track without opposition.

fairly reflects the unanimous wishes of the 
representatives in Congress and the intelli­ 
gent thought of the great majority of the 
conservative people of the Pacific States. 
A brief history of our treaty stipulations 
with China and of the restrictive legislation 
of Congress in regard to this Mongolian im­ 
migration is believed to be necessary for 
the intelligent understanding of this sub­ 
ject, and we therefore submit as a clear 
presentation of that latter the opinion of 
the Court delivered at San Francisco Sep­ 
tember 24. 1883, in the matter of Ah Long 
on a petition of habeas corpus. [Here fol­ 
lows the opinion of the Court.] The Acts 
of May 0, 1882, and July 5, 1884, were in 
line of the attempted exclusion of Chinese 
laborers, commencing with the Fifteen- 
Passenger Act vetoed by Mr. Hayes, and 
coming down to the Twenty Years’ Restric­ 
tion Act vetoed by President Arthur, and 
culminating in the Act of which this is in­ 
tended to he an amendment. Notwith­ 
standing these repeated Acts of legislation, 
it is insisted and believed that manifold 
evasions of the law have been practiced 
which have led to blocking up the Federal 
Courts in San Francisco with ouasi 
criminal cases, which have precedence 
over other important business, and 
have failed to meet the exigencies 
which have called the laws into existence. 
Not only this, but the failure of the laws to 
accomplish the design intended hy their en­ 
actors. and the continued immigration of 
the Chinese laborers, despite restrictive 
legislation, has precipitated a conflict of 
races among citizens of the Pacific slope, 
which has culminated in acts of violence 
which, while they cannot for a moment he 
tolerated and are to be greatly deplored by 
all law-abiding citizens, yet they cannot he 
ignored, but should be prevented, when it 
is practicable, by wholesale legislation. 
The main features of this Act, which differ 
from those which have preceded it. ure as 
follows: 
First—It provides that any Chinaman 
going abroad and remaining for two years 
shall he presumed and laken to have aban­ 
doned his right to return to the United 
States. 
Second—That no Chinese laborer shall 
have the right to immigrate to the United 
States for a term of twenty years. 
Third—It provides lor a means of identi­ 
fication by photographic representation of 
any Chinaman who shall seek to go abroad. 
Fourth — It prescribes and limits the 
number of Chinese according to the ton­ 
nage that may be brought over in any one 
ship or vessel. 
A careful examination of the Acts here­ 
tofore passed, and of the proposed amend­ 
atory Act now submitted for the action of 
this body, has led your committee to believe 
that the former Acts required very thor­ 
ough revision to conform to the intent of 
their framers and the purposes of their 
enactors, and that it can not be better done 
than by the passage of the Act which is 
now submitted for the favorable considera­ 
tion of the House. 
MINORITY REPORT. 
The report of Mr. Rice, of the minority 
sub-committee, is as follows : 
The question before the committee is not as to 
the policy of restriction or suspending the im 
migration of Chinese Inborers. That has been 
settled by the action of the previous Congress. 
The question now is as to the expedieuey ot 
adding to legislation already enacted to accom­ 
plish the desired purpose of preventing the im­ 
migration of Chinese laborers into the United 
States. The undersigned believes that the ex­ 
isting legislation is already sufficient for that 
purpose, and that, consequently, the proposed 
bill is unnecessary, and would rather embarrass 
and hinder the United States officials than help 
them in accomplishing the desired eud of ex­ 
cluding Chinese immigrants. In the first place, 
it is proper to inquire wliat is the exigency 
which calls forthis additional legislation. Have 
the Acts of 18X2 and 1884, drafted with great 
skill and ingenuity to accomplish the purposes 
sought, failed to do that which their authors 
believed they would accomplish ? 
Statistics, which cannot be questioned, be­ 
cause they are official, prove that between June 
2, 1882. the date when the first Restriction Act 
took effect, and October 1,1880. there was an ex­ 
cess of departures of Chinese laborers from the 
United States over the arrivals of ‘.'7,394 (?). This 
proves incontrovertibly that there has been no 
such increase of Chinese laborers in the United 
States as to exceed any apprehension in the 
minds of those earnestly opposed to such imml-

gration or that any danger is imminent from this 
source. The existing Acts rigidly prove that no 
Chinese laborers, excepting those who were here 
at the date of the last treaty between the United 
States and China, to wit. on the Ttli day of No­ 
vember, 1881, can be allowed toenlerthe United 
States until the exp'ration of the terms of the 
restrictive Act, to wit. May 6, 1892. It is guar­ 
anteed by the treaty that all Chinese laborers in 
the United States at the date of the treaty shall 
be protected in all the rights and privileges be­ 
longing to citizens of the most favored nations, 
which, of course, includes the right freelv to go 
and come between the United States aiul for 
eign countries. The restrictive Acts provided 
that this right should be exercised only in 
accordance with certain rules and regu­ 
lations prescribed therein, and providing 
a system of passports and certificates 
intended for the proper identification of persons 
claiming the right to re-enter the United states ; 
that no Chinese laborer who has left the United 
States subsequently to May 6,1882, can therefore, 
return to the United States, unless he proves his 
identity as the one having the right to return 
under the treaty, by the production o! the cer­ 
tificate required by tire restrictive Acts. It is 
not claimed that any of those certificates have 
ever been forged. In fact It has been disproved. 
The only opportunity for evasions ot the law by 
any Chinamen who have left the country subse­ 
quent to the date above mentioned, would be 
on the part of those’, who, not returning them­ 
selves. sell or otherwise dispose of their certifi­ 
cates to («ersons never before in the United 
States, and. therefore, having no right under 
the treaty to come here. There is no evidence 
that this practice has been carried on to auy 
considerable extent, and even should every 
Chinese laborer who leaves sec fit to dispose of 
his certificate to a new-comer, and thereby for­ 
feit his own opportunity to return, the number 
of Chinamen in this country would not be In­ 
creased. The individuals might he changed, 
but the number would remain the same. 
But the undersigned does not understand that 
any considerable complaint is made of the non­ 
efficiency of the law In this respect, because the 
evidence of the laborers who were in the coun- 


citizens and subjects ot the most favored na­ 
tions. 
When the immigration of Chinese la­ 
borers had readied the poiut that the great mi­ 
nority ol our citizens on the Pacific coast be­ 
lieved it to be detrimental to the institutions 
and the character and the interes a ot our peo­ 
ple, and sought to alleviate this condition of 
things by legislation, the Burlingame treaty pre­ 
vented the desired legislation, and the Act 
¡(ossed by Congress was vetoed by the President 
as in violation of our treaty obligations, and 
tailed to become a law. Our Government then 
adopted the ptoper course under the circum­ 
stances. it negotiated a new treaty with <:hiua, 
in which, without abrogating the Burlingame 
’reuty. it was agreed to modify it so far that the 
overmnent of tiie I uitcd .States might regu­ 
late the limit or suspend the coming of the 
Chinese laboren to the United States, or their 
residence therein, but that it should not 
absolutely prohibit them, and that the limita­ 
tion or suspensión should be reasonable, it also 
provided that Chinese laborers in the United 
States at that time, to w it: November 17,1880, 
should be allowed to go and come of their own 
free will and accord, and be accorded ali the 
rights, privileges, immunities aud exemptions 
which are accorded to citizens and subjects of 
the most favored nations. The system of cer­ 
tificates required by the restrictive Acts is some­ 
thing that is required of citizens of no other na­ 
tion : but it may perhaps be argued that these 
certificates are necessary for identification of 
the persons using them, and do uot deprive 
them ol any rights to go aud come, sucli as is 
enjoyed by ciiizeBS of most favored iiatious- 
Bui certainly this cannot be argued in dcleusu 
of the provisions of this bill, that " everv Chi­ 
nese laborer who httviug oeen in the United 
States aud had departed theretrom and re­ 
mained absent for a period of two vears, shall 
be deemed to have remained away permanently 
out of the United States, and to have waived 
and abandoned his right to return." His right 
to return under the treaties, both original and 
supplemental, is absllute and tiulimited, aud it 
is impossible to argue that limitation as to that 
right, as proposed iu this bill, as anything less 
than an infringement and violation of that ab 
solute and unlimited right. 
The second provision, accomplished bv the 
bill as stated by tile majority, is the extension 
of ttie restrictive Acts for twenty vears front the 
date of the amendatory Act. The restrictive 
Act, as lias already been stated, w ill continue in 
force until 1392. This Act seeks to continué iu 
force until 19 fi. One of the principal reasons 
stated by President Arthur iu his veto message 
of this restrictive Act passed under the Supple­ 
mental Treaty, which message in»v be found iu 
the Otmgrcmiioaal Kerortl ot the Forty-seventh 
Congress, trst session. April 4, 1882, was that it 
provided tor suspension of tr.e coming ol the 
Chinese laborers into the United States for 
twenty years from the passage of the Act. In 
that message the President reviewed the history 
of the supplemental treaty and the negotiations 
by which it was consummated, and concluded 
by the following statem ent: "The examina­ 
tions which I have mr.de of the treaty and 
of the declarations which the negotiators 
liave left on record of the meaning of the 
language, leaves no doubt in my mind 
that neither contracting party in ‘conclud­ 
ing the treaty of 1880 contemplated the 
passage of an Act prohibiting immigration tor 
twenty years, which is nearly a generation, or 
thought that such a period would be a reason­ 
able suspension or limitation, or intended to 
change the provisions of the Burlingame Treaty 
to that extent. I regard this provision of the 
Act as a breach of our national faith, and being 
unable to bring myself in harmony with the 
views of C ngress on this vital point,’the honor 
of the country constrains me to return the Act 
with this objection to its passage.” Iu this 
view Congress concurred, and it was only by re­ 
ducing the term of the operation to ten years, 
instead of twenty, and thus avoiding the’Presi- 
dent s objection to that extent, that the Act w us 
passed. The objections so weil stated by Presi­ 
dent Arthur and accepted by Congress a! that 
time, surely operate with greater force against 
the proposed bill, which would add the full 
term of twenty years objected to I>v the Presi­ 
dent to the four years during wliich the re­ 
strictive Acts have already been in force. 
The undersigned does not care to waste time 
in discussing the provisions of the bill, iu the 
other two points stated by the majority of the 
sub committee. They appear to him superfluous 
and frivolous, but If they would stop the tmall- 
est ooening to this immigration, or gratify the 
most far fetched and imaginative effort, after 
thoroughness of execution, he would not object 
to their enactment into laws; but to suppose the 
sections of the bill which provide for the abso­ 
lute lo>5 of right to return to this country, after 
an absence of two years, and for the extension 
of the total suspension of Chinese immigration 
ior a further term of twenty years, he must most 
unqualifiedly object as being in violation of our 
treaty obligations with China. We should not 
dare to violate a treaty with any nation able to 
tavert its rights and we should be ashamed to 
do that agaitm a weak nation which we would 
uot dare to do against a strong one. It is diffi­ 
cult to see what can be gained by these proposed 
amendments. The distant immigration lias 
been stopped, the number of Chinese laltorers in 
the country ha- been reduced to such an extent 
that tb. re is danger even now that thesupptyof 
laborers in California will bo insufficient to liar­ 
ía st (he crops of the present year. 
It Is claimed that the representatives from 
California are unanimously in favor of the pas­ 
sage of the bill and J he undersigned makes no 
question that they represent a powerful, and, 
perhaps, prevailing sentiment of the Pacific 
(•oust: blit surely those who are remote from the 
exciting causes w hich influence that sentiment, 
may consider v. hether the honor and dignity of 
the nation will be affected by the pnssag’e of 
the bill, or whether any real necessities of the 
peop’e of the Pacific coast require it. That 
Cottgre s lias a right to abrogate the treaty may 
not be questioned, but it should not exercise 
that right except in great emergencies mid for 
Site gravest reasons. It may surely be confi­ 
dently asserted, in view of (i'll the f»cts proved, 
or which may be believed to exist, if it is neces­ 
sary to extend 'he terms of the suspension of 
Chinese immigration as proposed bv this bill, or 
to prohibit it altogether, or to violate the right 
of the Chinese who were in this country at the 
date of the treaty of November 17. issn, 
to go and return of their own free will, 
then, iu the judgment o f the under­ 
signed, it should be accomplished in the 
same way as-the supplemental t reaty of 1880 was 
obtained, by frank aud honorable negotiations 
with the Government of Chinn, for which there 
is ample time. There is no extraordinary emer­ 
gency or overruling necessity to justify us in 
the ex parte abrogation of solemn treaty pledges 
sought for by ourselve0, when tnere is every 
probability that everything necessary can t*e 
obtained by honorable aud amicable nego­ 
tiations. 
The value of onr commercial intercourse with 
China may tie weighed in the balance by the 
residents of the Pacific coast and counted as 
nothing against the danger thev apprehend 
from the immigration of Chinese ’laborers, but 
Congress should not forget that the commerce 
of the East has been a source of wealth to the 
most c.vilized people, and lias been sought for 
by our nation with great effort and exis-tt.se. 
Already our grain, our cotton clothes and, most 
important of all. our silver, whose surplus pro­ 
duct is just now giving us so much trouble, are 
finding a market iu China. Let us not hazard 
the loss of that market by hasty, ungenerous 
and hostile legislation. 


MINING NOTES. 
There are many idle mines at Nevada 
City. 
Rich gravel has been struck in the Morn­ 
ing Star mine, Iowa Hill. 
It is reported that the Potosí mine, near 
Drvtown, Amador county, has been bonded 
to an English company, and that work 
will soon be started. 
The Alta Placer Mining Company of 
Dutch Flat. Placer county, have received 
several carloads of machinery, and intend 
starting up at once with a 'force of sixty 
men. 
Considerable interest is being taken in 
some mines southeast of old Deep Wells 
Station in Spanish Springs .Valiev, Washoe 
county. Nev. They contain a good deal of 
antimony. 
The Lee mine, two and a half miles 
southeast of Rocklin, Placer countv, on 
the old Bradley place, has lately passed 
into the possession of Oakland capitalists, 
who are now putting up a 10-stamp mill. 


WONDERS IN áKT. 
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ACROPOLIS. 
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Unskin says : “ There are three architect­ 
ures in the world, and there never can be 
any more, corresponding to each of three 
sim ple ways of covering in a space, which 
is the original function of all architecture 
—Greek, the architecture of the lin tel; 
Roman, of the round arch ; and Gothic, of 
the gable. The simplest type of lintel 
architecture is the Stonehenge; the most 
refined, the I’arthenon ; the noblest, the 
Temple of Karnak. In the bands of the 
Egyptians it was sublim e; in those of the 
Greek, pure ; in those of the Roman, rich ; 
and in those of the Kenaissauce builder, 
effeminate.” 
Greek architecture is the 
parent of that of all nations, and it is a re­ 
m arkable fact tbat no feature of Egyptian, 
Assyrian, or Persian architecture still keeps 
its influence except such as the Greeks 
adopted, and every principle of design and 
ornam ent which they used, though tested 
by the ages, stands approved to-day. 
Surely this wonderful people are worth 
studying, for their principles of poetry, 
philosophy and oratory are still the stand­ 
ards, their sculptures "still models of hope­ 
less im itation, the subtle refinements of 
their simple, grand architecture still rev­ 
erently copied. 
In the history of civiliza­ 
tion the Greeks are the first to show an 
inner personal development, a genuine 
national life, a mental activity full of 
universal hum an significance, and a vic­ 
tory in the everlasting struggle of the 
beautiful and trne against the opposing 
elements. They were a branch of the 
great Asiatic family that includes the In­ 
dians and the Persians; but Greek civili­ 
zation was an independent product, much 
influenced by the character of the country. 
Greece is about half as large as the State 
of New York, isolated by mountains from 
the northern countries, connected to Asia 
by the islands of the .Egean Sea, and 
crossed by m ountain ranges which naturally 
divide it into small independent prov­ 
inces, opening to the sea by deep bays. 
Ocean ami m ountain soften the southern 
climate, give a landscape of rare beauty 
and a luminous atmosphere, while tlie soil 
yields bountifully only to the hand of toil. 
An im portant influence was the invasion of 
the powerful Dorians, a reserved, war-lov­ 
ing people, who came over the northern 
m ountains in the year 1000 and conquered 
Peloponnesus. The Ionians Greeks were a 
versatile, impressionable race, with many 
gifts, and these two races, radically unlike, 
yet living together, wrought a double na­ 
ture into Greek life. giving it depth, rich­ 
ness and perfection. 
T he period of greatest achievement dates 
from the Persian invasion and Greek vic­ 
tory at Marothon, 490 B. C., to the Pelo­ 
ponnesian war, a civil strife between Sparta 
and A thens,430 B .C. The some brilliant 
epoch was the tim e of Pericles, when 
“ I’rodicus was teaching rhetoric, Democri­ 
tu s speculating about file doctrine of atoms, 
Alcibiades giving banquets, Aristophanes 
writing comedies and Euripides composing 
tragedies, A spada setting the fashions, 
Cimon lighting batlles, Socrates teaching 
philosophy and setting a great example in 
morals, ’ and Phidias, with the soul of a 
poet and eye of an artist, carving immortal 
marbles. The Greeks cared little for pala­ 
tial homes, for the glory of the State was a 
passion overmastering individual pride, and 
they lavished their noblest skill and grand­ 
est efforts on their temples, the abodes of 
their gods, in whom they embodied what 
they valued most in themselves—manly 
torce, athletic perfection, unalterable se­ 
renity, and unaffected nobility. 
The most im portant Hellenic contribu­ 
tion to the world's architecture was the use 
o f columns in symmetrical beauty and per­ 
fection. The three styles of Greek archi­ 
tecture are easily identified by the capitals 
or taps of the columns. (See illustrations, 
W ebster's Unabridged 
Dictionary, page 
1,787). The straight fluted column, strong, 
virile and suggestive of concentrated power, 
is the Doric, whose grandeur is seen in the 
Parthenon, but the best preserved example 
is the Temple of Theseus. The Ionic capi­ 
tal shows a spiral whorl, strongly twisted, 
with the spaces enriched with graceful 
floral ornam ent; and of this, the Krectheum 
and Temple of Diana at Ephesus are 
worthy examples. These two styles char­ 
acterize the elements of Doric and Ionic na­ 
tures in Greek life, for the art of a nation 
inevitably betrays the quality and spirit of 
its people. A natural development of the 
Ionic was a third style, the Corinthian, 
profuse with rich foliated ornamentation in 
slender, graceful forms. It marks the de­ 
cadence of Greek art, and was appropriated 
by the Romans. Another striking feature 
of their architecture was the pediment, or 
triangular space surmounting the columns 
at either end of the temples, and affording 
admirable scope (or sculpture. 
Elevated above the Mediterranean, over­ 
looking mountain, plain and town, is the 
Acropolis, a natural rocky fortress, in the 
•‘City of the Violet Crown.” 
Here stand 
the ruins of the Propvlxa, Parthenon and 
Krectheum, an extensive group of white 
marble buildings harmoniously brought 
Into a grand unity. A wide road between 
two flights of sixty marble steps led up to 
the Propvhea, the splendid entrance of the 
Acropolis. The gate, fifty-eight feet wide, 
was a portico with six Doric columns, and 
the side wings, really large halls, had three 
Doric columns fronting on the grand stair­ 
case. Beyond this portico was a deep court 
with rich ceiling, brilliant with gold and 
colors, and lined wttbr rich Ionic columns. 
This opened into a smaller court corre­ 
sponding, with six Doric columns, to the 
first portico. Both these colonnades had 
the complete entablature of a temple, with 
sculptured pediment. At the right of this 
magnificent portal stood the e'egant little 
tem ple of Nike Apteros, or Wingless Vic­ 
tory—wingless to signify that victory never 
left Athens. 
The noblest m onum ent of the Acropolis 
was the temple of the virgin goddess 
Athene, or Minerva, called the Parthenon, 
ft was built of Pentalic marble, by the 
architects Ictinus and Callicrates, under the 
direction of Phidias, and finished 428 B. C., 
after sixteen years’ labor. This restoration 
o f an ancient temple, dest roved by the 
Persians, was ordered by Pericles in the 
bight of his power as leader of the repub­ 
lic. W hen Greece fell under Roman rule 
the Parthenon was dedicated to Roman 
gods; later it was consecrated by the 
Christians to the worship of the Virgin 
Mary. and in 1687 a Turkish bomb ex­ 
ploded a powder magazine and rent it in 
twain. But for the brutality or fanaticism 
o f man, every Greek temple would be in­ 
tact to-day, for work so substantial can out­ 
live dynasties and civilizations. 
Scholars 
and artists of every nation have reverently 
studied the pathetic ruins and fallen col­ 
um ns on the Acropolis, and Phidias, of 
whose personal history we know little, has 
been a schoolmaster for the world. 
“ Earth proudly wears the Parthenon 
As the best gem upon her zone.” 
This temple was a parallelogram 228 feet 
long, 101 feet wide, and 04 feet high, being 
twelve times the size of Solomon's Temple, 
but sm aller thau the great Gothic Cathe­ 
drals. A Doric colonnade of 49 pillars 
surrounded the structure, and at either end 
was a portico eight columns wide and two 
deep, supporting a pediment or gable of 
flat piten, the whole standing on a base­ 
m ent of steps. On the eas’erti pediment 
Phidias embodied in high relief the legend, 
as told by Homer, of Minerva springing 
full-armed front the brain of Jupiter, when 
Olympus and the assembly of gods were 
shaken. The torso of Theseus, a mutilated 
figure of Hercules, is a grand union of 
strength in repose, and has been the despair 
of sculptors for 2,000 years. 
T he transparent drapery of Victory as 
she springs up to teil the" glad news is a 
marvc’. of deiicacy; the three Fates are 
majestic forms in sweeping draperies; and 
the horse of Selene, the moon, is full of fire. 
T he sculptures of the western pediment 
aré sadly broken, bnt they illustrated the 
contest of Neptune and Minerva for the pro- 
tectorsbip ot Attica. The god strikes the 
round with his trident and creates the 
torse; the goddess produces the olive tree 
which, being the greater gift to man, won 
for her the prize. Between the columns and ¡ 
the pediment, and alternating with the 


triglyphs, were 
nin ety-tw o m etopes 
or 
squares with bas-relief representing the 
struggles between the Centaurs (half roan, 
half horse) and the 
Greeks, typifying 
savage lawlessness opposed to moral order 
and beauty. 
The roof covering the whole was timber 
overlaid with marble tiles, and the floor 
was paved with geometric patterns in rich 
colors. The body of the temple contained 
two unequal room s; the larger one, with 
ten Dorie columns on either side, was the 
sacred Celia, richly painted, for tne image 
of the goddess; and the small one, the city 
treasury. 
On the four outer walls of the 
Celia, at an elevation of thirty feet, was the 
celebrated Parthenon frieze, which con­ 
sisted of 523 feet of marble slabs covered 
with bas-reliefs or figures raised from the 
background. These were shamefully m uti­ 
lated by the explosion ; but fortunately, a 
few years previous, a French architect 
made drawings of them. 
Early in the 
present century Lord Elgin carried to Eng­ 
land many of these sculptures, now the 
precious treasures of the British Museum. 
In Boston, students will find at the Mu­ 
seum of Fine A its fine casts of these so- 
called Elgin Marbles, and the Girls’ High 
School has a more complete series of the 
frieze decorating its exhibition hall. The 
latest theory of its meaning makes it em­ 
body a dream of Pericles to bring about a 
confederation of Grecian States under the 
leadership of Athens. According to this, 
the stately gathering of gods, men. and 
maidens portrays two processions, one 
Dorian, the other Ionian, advancing to 
each other for a common sacrifice of pro­ 
pitiation and union in the midst of the 
central group of gods. 
By the commoulv accepted theory it rep­ 
resents the Pan-A thtnaic procession which 
ended the great September festival cele­ 
brated every live years, when the peplos, or 
sacred veil embroidered by virgins of noble 
families, was brought to the priest, who 
prcbably laid it on the knees of the goddess. 
The seated figures of the gods Jupiter, 
Juno, Neptune, Vulcan, Venus and others, 
now so hadly damaged, give an ideal char­ 
acter and dignity to the bustling festival. 
The procession consisted of virgins with 
golden vases, and heroic young women 
with silver candelabra ; priests, with sacri­ 
fices of cattle from all the Attic States ; the 
victors in the games of the previous days, 
and the strongest, handsomest Athenian 
youths, the horsemen, charioteers, sages 
crowned with laurel, and magistrates ; the 
chorus of singing maidens and musicians, 
the city guests and their wives, and the 
alien women with pitchers and vases to 
show their dependence. 
In all this, wonderful variety of attitude 
and movement was shown in drapery and 
pose, from the dignified repose of the gods 
to the noise and tum ult of the hurrying 
horsemen at both ends of the processions. 
But the glory of the Celia was a chrisele- 
pliantino statue of Minerva forty feet high, 
which Phidias wrought from" the booty 
taken at Salamis, enriching it with $580,­ 
000. The goddess stood erect, a golden hel­ 
met adorned her beautiful head, a coat of 
mail with ivory head of Medusa covered 
her breast, and golden drapery fell to her 
feet, where a serpent was coiled. Her 
shield loaned against her lance, and on her 
outstretched hand was a solid gold statue 
of Nike, fuur feet high. The undraped parts 
were finest ivory, her hair and weapons ot 
gold, and her eyes of brilliant gems, and, 
despite this gorgeousness, a grand sim ­ 
plicity and heroic nobility gave an elevated 
moral beauty to this Goddess of Wisdom. 
This statue mysteriously disappeared long 
ago in.the tum ult of wars. 
On the Acropolis was also the Krecthe- 
um, a temple in three parts, two of which 
had rich Ionic porticoes, and the. third a 
unique porch with six statues of Athenian 
maidens, called Caryatides, standing on a 
parapet and supporting the roof. Near this 
was the colossal statue of Minerva, clad in 
armor and holding a spear, and elevated so 
as to be seen far out at sea. But “republics 
are ungrateful,” and the political enemies 
of Pericles, tiying to wound him through 
his friends, accused Phidias of appropriat­ 
ing some of the gold designed for the 
statue, and he died in prison, probably of 
poison. 
An Egyptian priest said to Solon. “ Yeu 
Greeks are always children ;” and this ele­ 
ment of their character must not be over­ 
looked. The Greek was gay by nature, 
and life was a perpetual holiday. Music, 
poetry, oratory, ami art were natural ex­ 
pressions of the joy of living. Operatic 
and theatrical representations, cymnastics, 
joyous banquets—in short, all of his enjoy­ 
ment—were part of his religion. His stat­ 
ues are like himself, for he walked the 
Acropolis like a god—in the superb grace 
of a perfect physique, betraying his taste 
and culture by the individual grace of bis 
long mantle thrown over his left shoulder. 
Greek art possessed im mortality because it 
revealed an inner personal consciousness 
that touches hum anity with a subtle sense 
of kinship. Pagan though it was, its senti­ 
m ent was universal and eternal, and meets 
the true and beautiful in Christian hearts 
to-day.—[Miss O. M. E. Rowe in Christian 
Union.

Cashmere will rem ain in favor for house 
dresses, as it may be worn in this climate 
at almost all seasons of the y ear; hence 
the shelves of the retail shops are filled 
with large importations of all the old favor­ 
ite colors and with some new spring shades. 
Lavender, heliotrope, pansy and violet 
shades are in great quantities; blue of 
brighter hues is seen, also the clear China 
blue, the gray blue, and dull India blue! 
grays in pale tints and light almond colors 
are largely imported, and there are many 
of the green and olive shades that have of 
late been so fashionable in Paris. Ten 
yards are bought for a dress, with enough 
velvet of a darker shade for a plastron vest 
and collar, or else watered silk is chosen 
instead of the velvet, 
and 
is 
used 
as pointed revere from throat to bust, 
with a plastron between, while the space 
below is laced together. Two or three wide 
plaits of watered silk will give the skirt a 
pretty side panel, and the remainder may 
have a long plaited apron and straight side 
breadths. It' the fan-p'aitcd apron is pre­ 
ferred, the silk should be pleated dowu the 
middle from belt to foot, and there should 
be a breadth of the silk gathered in the 
back of the skirt, with a half breadth of 
cashmere on each side of it.

SHOWY BALL 0RKS6EK. 
One of the showiest Parisian ball drosses 
made this season is of light pink taffetas 
and tulle, dotted with crystal beads. The 
skirt is of heavy pink taffetas. The front 
part, or apron, is covered with illusion, 
worked with crystal beads. The illusion 
is draped in tiny, wavy folds, which turn 
in different directions. Down either side 
of the apron are bunches of reeds, covered 
with silver tinsel beuds. The-e ornaments 
extend from the lower part of the skirt up 
the side like quills, and cover the starting 
point of a plaited pink taffetas drapery 
which terminates under the lower part of 
the waist. The latter is cut low in toilet 
style, and pointed on the end, while it is 
covered,with the exception of the center in 
front,with draped beaded tulle. Down this 
plain part is a bunch of reeds, with their 
starting point arranged to form the point 
of the waist. 
The calyx of the reeds 
consists 
of

applique 
beaded work. The square train is covered 
with beaded tulle arranged in soft wavy 
draperies. The sleeves are made of a band 
of the goods and a very sm all piece of tulle. 
On the shoulder is ail ornam ent of reeds 
and a diamond buckle. The aigrette in the 
hair matches the ornaments. 
This dress 
can also be made without a train by dis­ 
pensing with the train mantle, a long fall 
of draper}*, and replacing it by a straight 
plaited drapery of pink taffetas." Over this 
is another plaiting of beaded tulle. 
It may 
cither fall straight or slightly draped. An­ 
other hall dress is of faille and English 
lace. The false skirt, which is covered 
with faille, forms plaited panels in front 
and on the sides. 
These silk plaitings are 
quite back on the skirt, and the part be­ 
tween the plaitings is plain. The tunic 
consists of a long lace point on either side 
falling over the plain part of the skirt. The 
long train has a lace flounce placed a little 
above the border. The faille waist forms a 
round, low neck in front and is pointed in 
the back. 
The lace ruffle around the low 
neck forms a jacket down the front of the 
waist.—[Boston Herald.

That indispensable addition to a lady’s 
wardrobe, the waterproof, has come to be 
quite a dressy article of wear under the 
new patent, which produces this protector 
made oí a combination of silk and rubber, 
the textile showing upon its sheeny surface 
pretty check designs, narrow stripes and 
shot and glaces effects in many attractive 
styles. 
Tliese are cut in long pelisse 
fashion, the garment fitting the form 
quite closely, and looking far more grace­ 
ful than the oid style of waterproof — 
always a shapeless, bulky wrap at its 
best.

phanous dresses. There are also some ex­ 
quisite shades of Persian mauve to be used 
in combination with black or white lace. 
In grays are imported some rare and beau­ 
tiful pearl, dove, silver and crearnv tints in 
surah, satin sublime, Ottoman, Irish poplin;

little capotes formed o f a broad piece of 
straw, hollowed down on the top, with the 
crown folded into shapes straight down the 
center, and slightly flaring in the brim.

SLAVERY REMINISCENCES. 


E arly K xpe;ienee» as R elated in th e A u­ 
tobiography o f C assius M. Clay. 
Mv father being the largest slaveow ner 
in the State, I early began to study the sys­ 
tem , or, rather, began to feel its wrongs. 
W hilst 1 was yet a boy, m y sister Eliza 
being very fond of flowers and th eir cu l­ 
ture, I had m y m iniature garden a ls o ; w ith 
great dt light living close to nature, and 
feeling th at serenity and passive happiness 
w hich she aiw avs lavishes upon those w ho 
love her. One day w hilst absorbed in m y 
favorite pastim e 1 heard a scream , and, 
looking up, w hat was m y horror to see 
M ary com ing into the yard w ith a butcher's 
knife, and her clothes alt bloody I 
A ll the 
servants, from every cabin, big and little, 
ran w ildly around in tears, w ith exclam a­ 
tions of grief and terror. 
W ho wits Mary ? 
A handsom e m ulatto 
girl, of about 18 years of age. who had 
been engaged years ago as one of the flower 
gardeners. 
She was a fine specim en of a 
m ixed breed, rather light colored, show ing 
the blood in her cheeks, w ith hair wavy, 
as in the case w ith m ixed w hites and 
blacks. 
H er features were finely cut, quite 
C aucasian; w hile her eyes were large, 
black, languid and unconscious, except 
w hen som e passion stirred th e fires of her 
African blood, w hen they flashed as the 
lightning through a cloud. 
It was M ary 
who had assisted in laying ou t m y garden. 
A peach tree, then planted by m e, was in 
full bearing long after I was m arried, be­ 
ing m ore than a foot in diam eter. 
A fter som e years she was sent to the 
house o f an overseer, at one of tiie separate 
plantations, to cook for the w hiles, the 
hands and th e overseer, his wife and two 
or three grown «laughters. 
M ary was very 
bloirdy, b u t not h u rt. 
Payne, for th at was 
his nam e, was a d ru n k ard ; and, retu rn in g 
hom e after sprees, m ade it his custom to 
abuse Mary by worils, which was no t sub­ 
m itted to in those days by any slaves w hen 
com ing front " poor white trash.” as they 
called the nou-slave-holders, and so she in 
turn used a w om an’s tongue in such a way 
as to arouse the anger o f the w hole fam ily. 
M ary was sent in to the kitchen or else­ 
where, w hile the fam ily, having m ade all 
preparations to bar up the doors, prepared 
to pnni3h the w om an severely, and, as the 
jury afterw ard decided, to kill her. 
They 
called her in and sent her up-stairs to shell 
the seed-corn for planting. All the fielil 
hands were out at work. 
But M ary, sus­ 
pecting mischief, know ing Payne’s tem per, 
secreted a butcher knite in h er bosom an«l 
w ent sullenly to her work. 
As she antici­ 
pated. they soon caiue up and all attacked 
her. 
She attem pted to run dow n siairs and 
out o f the house ; but, finding th e door 
securely fastened, she turned upon them , 
and slew Payne, and at length succeeded 
in m aking her escape. 
She cam e hom e to 
the fam ily. 
T he whole com m unity was in 
arm s, and M ary taken to jail in a few 
hours. 
But m y father being a m an of 
fortune and a “ long head,” M ary was 
finally acquitted, and set free. 
Sidney Payne Clay, our oldest brother, 
who had been educated at Princeton Col­ 
lege, New Jersey, and had returned hom<\ 
was an em ancipationist as well as a Pres­ 
byterian. 
By m y father’s will he was ap­ 
pointed chief executor. 
As was the cus­ 
tom in all tlic border slave States, M ary 
was, by his will, ordered to be sent South, 
I suppose to m ake m urder odious. 
Now, 
the m ost astonishing feature of the slave 
system was the delusion that, as it was 
legal, it was m orally rig h t; w hilst all the 
sentim ents of the soul and the force o f the 
m in d proclaim ed it wrong. 
F or “ the 
greatest of all rights,” said the eloquent It. 
J B reckinridge, " is the right of a m an to 
him self.” 
T his doctrine, joined to som e 
passing rem arks in the Bible, w ritten in an 
age w hen slavery was the result of a com ­ 
m on barbarism , confused th e strongest in ­ 
tellect and icd to the m ost conflicting re­ 
sults. 
Never shall I forget— aud through 
all these years it rests upon th e m em ory as 
the stam p upon a bright coin—the scene, 
when M ary was tied by the wrists and sent 
fr» n hom e and friends and the loved feat­ 
ures o f h er native land— the hom e of her 
infancy ami girlish days—into Southern 
banishm ent forever ; and yet held guiltless 
by a jury of. not her " peers,” but her op­ 
pressors ! 
Never shall 1 forget tljo3c two 
laces—of m y brother and M ary—the op­ 
pressor and the oppressed, rigid w ith equal 
agony! 
She east an im ploring look a t me, 
as if in appeal, but. m eekly went, w ithout 
a word, as " a sheep to the slaughter." 
Oue m ore tale o f the " lost cause,” and 
I close this s.;i«l record. 
A bout 1R10-15. m y 
tailicr. having succeeded in a 'an i sui't 
againsc a neighbor nam ed H endricks, the 
angry m aster sent, his slave Joe to burn our 
dw elling: h ut Joe, driven back by the 
watch dogs, w ent to a fitrgo barn filled w ith 
hay and grain and set tire tc that, in the 
hope of averting th e anger of his m aster, 
w hich he had too m uch reason to dread. 
T he barn m ade such a light th at the poor 
fellow was terrified, and stood looking 
w ildly at the flam.rs, w hen he was seen and 
caught. 
Now, by the law s of the “ lost 
cause,” in 110 crim e against th e m aster 
could a slave be a witness. 
B ut the public 
opinion was the same. 
H endricks ami 
sons, having put an iron eollar on Joe w ith 
a bell, and m oving to t! 1 banks of Station 
Cam p creek, in no v E -till county, then a 
rem ote and sparsely populated county, arc 
said to have whipped Joe three successive 
days; and finally, w hen lie «lied under 
the lash, they 
tied a large stone to his 
neck, an d sank him in th at deep stream . 
B ut the stone, heavy enough to sink the 
fresh*body, was too light w hen the gases of 
decom position wore generated, and Jo e’s 
m ortal rem ains arose to the surface and re­ 
vealed the secrets of the prison-house to 
the world.

A CHAPTER 
ON 
THE 
"TOO GOOD." 


Those who deplore the defects of politi­ 
cal machinery—and which are after each 
election prominent in public thought— 
have the habit of charging them to the 
disinclination of the passive class of "good 
citizens" to mix in m atters of political 
concern. 
The implication is that if the 
morally superior people would onl v take 
part, there would he no more trickery and 
wrong. 
W ho compose 
the 
apathetic class? 
Many merchants, traders, mechanics, the 
extremely wealthy, and many professional 
men. 
They are assumed to be patriotic» 
honorable and in all ways “ good citizens,’’ 
and desirous of purity in politics and gov­ 
ernment. 
But they are self-isolated from 
party management, and it is assumed that 
it is because they are aliore the level of 
the common. 
In short, th at they are too 
good to swim in “ the filthy pool.” 
Now, if these people are so richly en­ 
dowed with virtues, why do they fail to 
manifest them in political directions? 
Political interest is the foremost requisite 
ol the p a trio t; the welfare of his country 
is his chief public concern. 
So far as the 
trading class L- included in the passive,»it 
is to be said that commerce does not ex­ 
pand the mind in the direction of patriot­ 
ism. 
The spirit of trade fosters the sel­ 
fish interest. 
It is most frequently not the 
kind of spirit demanded in good govern­ 
ment, since it regards first its own inter- 
l'”L 
The trader who is patriotic, usually 
rises superior to the demands of his call­ 
ing. 
The apathetic artisans and workers 
.V e generally 
so because 
they falsely 
; - ¡me the hopelessness of attem pt; the 
professional man, becanse of absorption of 
his intellectual activity by, his calling ; the 
wealthy, by cool indifference and the self­ 
content that comes with knowledge of 
ability to take care of one’s self, and of 
financial superiority to situations and con­ 
ditions. 
But all these are apathetic, also, because 
of disinclination to risk being smirched by 
handling the kettle— in other worth-, the 
apathetic arc self-convinced of their jx-r- 
sonal political purity, and decline to “ get 
down” to the unpleasant work of purify­ 
ing the political system, simply because it 
is an unpleasant task and calls for the 
touching of pitch. 
On the other hand, 
the political managers take men .as they 
find th e m ; they generalize, they study 
human nature; its weaknesses are their 
weapons; their intelligence is devoted 
to discovering open joints in other armor 
and closing up the rivets in their own. 
Their study of the selfishness of men gives 
them the ability to conttrol, but they 
never attem pt it with the strong. 
The 
apathy of the passive is their capital in 
trade. 
There is an active class, however, 
that does concern them, -and which thev 
cannot control. 
It is composed of the 
protesting who strive and fail, and loudly 
complaining, charge all the evils of poli­ 
ties 
upon the j>essimists—to coin the 
word. 
But the mistake of these protest­ 
ants is in crediting the apathetic with all 
goodness and purity and patriotism. Just 
so king a» they are held up as models of 
righteousness, and are led to believe that 
their immaculate purity will be invaded 
by descent into the “pool," the protestante 
will continue to have cause for their com­ 
plaining. 
The truth is, th at as political responsi­ 
bility rests upon all in a republic, whoever 
evades his share of it by apathy and un­ 
concern is a bad man, and the presence of 
many such in the social system is a bad 
symptom for the republic. 
Evasion of 
duty is immorality, and it is as true in 
politics as in morals. 
W hoever ponders 
on the suggestion will find it to grow into 
conviction of its truth in his soul. Apathy 
in the politics of the country, we repeat, 
is an oflense, and the purposeful, non-vot­ 
ing and non-directing class are offenders 
against good morals and good governm ent; 
they are " too pure ” and “ too good ” for 
th is world, and ought to be translated 
forthwith. 
The error of the protesting, then, is in 
holding up the passive class as social and 
patriotic gods, to be periodically impor­ 
tuned to come down from their white 
thrones and condescend to mingle with 
m ortal wickedness. 
They forget that the 


patriotism that stands afar off and strokes J 
its beard is treachery, deceit and fraud, I 
and the enemy of the system of self-gov­ 
ernment. They fail to realize that it is 
selfish, sordid and undeserving, and they 
are not yet educated to the right treat­ 
ment of it, which is to stigmatize it as it 
deserves, and denounce it as unworthy the 
protection and privilege it enjoys under a 
republic. 
An apathetic good man we hold to be 
more dangerous to society than an active 
rascal. 
The former cannot be nsed for 
any purpose' the latter may be bribed to 
do right. 
Someone said, long ago, “ The 
man 
who 
fails 
to 
do 
his duty 
to 
his country, and hence to his neighbors, is 
not likely to be more faithful to the com­ 
mandments of his God.” 
So we say now, 
if the passive citizens are the truly good 
and pure men, we decidedly prefer the 
active had ones—they at least can lie prop­ 
erly placed ; we need make no mistake 
about them ; we know that their activity 
cannot lie more mischievous than the pas­ 
sivity of the foruier. 
The duty of the good citizen, then, be­ 
gins with the beginning of politics, and is 
not discharged by the mere act of choosing 
at the polls between the products of others’ 
work. 
All the “cant” about the filthiness 
of (ml it its repelling the good man is des­ 
picable, and the veriest “rot.” 
The jsilit- 
ically pure man and the patriotic cannot 
lie contaminated by any labor for the pu­ 
rity of the political system. 
The stiff 
stomach does not turn at every suspicion 
of a foul sm ell; it does its possessor service 
until the oflense is removed. 
There is no 
more vicious and detestable doctrines than 
such as teach th at “goodness” excuses the 
citizen, and existing evils justify neglect of 
duty to society by any-one. 
The way to 
reformation is through the proper placing 
of men who voice such sentiments. 
Let 
the protesting voters brand the passive and 
apathetic as they deserve, as bad men, un­ 
patriotic citizens, silent partners in politi­ 
cal corruption. 
Let them cease to do obei­ 
sance to them. 
Possibly, for shame’s sake, 
they may be driven to get up and out of 
their l>eds of virgin cleanliness and assist 
in the task incident to political as well as 
to all other housekeeping-“cleaning,” even 
though the dust does whiten a coat collar 
or the “slops” bespatter and soil some gar­ 
ments of driven white. 


ASSAULTS FROM WITHIN. 


We have had occasion to refer several, 
times to the fact that labor is organizing 
throughout the country upon a basis that 
gives more promise of permanency and 
greater power than under the previous sys­ 
tem. 
Heretofore organized labor has been 
in many unions, leagues and confraterni­ 
ties, having no relation to each otlrer 
stronger than that of sympathy. 
But 
under the new system labor is massing its 
strength in one compact yet widely-ex­ 
tended organization, and thus, like an 
army well in hand, it is able to make itself 
felt along the whole commercial and in­ 
dustrial line. Now all organization involves 
responsibility, and this with self-interest 
fosters conservatism. 
It is because of this 
general law that we have believed the 
new system would lie bet.ter, both for capi­ 
tal and labor, than that which preceded it. 
But while this unifying of the interests of 
labor enables its representatives and those 
of capital to meet sooner and come closer 
together, and thus more readily reach 
amicable results whenever issues arise, it is 
also true that organization which begets 
power operates upon the weaknesses of hu­ 
man nature to an extent th at very fre­ 
quently develops a tyrannous disposition. 
T hat organization which is guided by the 
wise counsel that directs the use of power 
with gentleness as wellasfirmnessis always 
stronger and more enduring than that 
which exerts its strength for strength’s 
sake aloue. 
Thus far, with here and there 
an exception, the aggregated force of labor 
in its new form has been far more conserv­ 
ative and wise than when a m ultitude of 
unions and leagues were endeavoring to 
■advance the claim of labor to a fair share 
in the results of its application. 
The 
country has now reached a critical point 
in the new history of labor organization. 
There are indications that the conservative 
calm and firmness that has characterized 
the new system, is being hard pressed by 
those who claim to beiieve in wielding 
power for the purposes of punishment, and 
in making strengtli tyrannous, and very 
many of whonf are secret agents of Soeial- 
ism. 
Should these elements gain any con­ 
siderable force in the ranks of the wage- 
winners, the result will be disastrous. The 
wisdom th at marked the councils of the 
K nights of Labor in San Francisco a few 
weeks ago, when that organization refused 
to countenance even vague suggestions of 
violence, and th at put the seal of condem­ 
nation upon disorderly tendencies, and un­ 
hesitatingly declared for the law and its 
faithful observance, won for the organiza­ 
tion in this State the plaudits of all self- 
respecting and loyal men. 
But within the 
organization, and in its subdivisions espe­ 
cially, there are elements that it appears 
unable 
to 
wholly control, and 
these 
are manifesting by word and action a dis­ 
position to em bitter the relations between 
disagreeing wage-winnersand wage-payers, 
and to establish a sort .of persecution for 
opinion’s sake wherever there is the man­ 
liness to stand for belief and conscience. 
It these radical influences attain any con­ 
siderable power in any of the new system 
of aggregated trade and labor organizations 
we may look for the disruption of a system 
that, we believe, properly administered 
and conservatively controlled is an influ­ 
ence of vast power and great good, since it 
will work the complete extinction of so­ 
cialism in this country by withdrawing 
the last one of the misguided working men 
in socialist ranks. 
Organized labor will 
become a mob when it attempts to ignore 
the natural relation of inter-dependenee 
of capital and ialior. 
If wisdom directs 
the federated labor associations, they will 
stand in defense of capital aggregated for 
the conduct of great industries, as well as 
the protection of small capital individu­ 
ally invested. The strength of labor organ­ 
ization resides in its ability to conserve 
alike the interests of capital and labor. 
Demands born merely of might, and not 
fortified by clearly just reason, will simply 
drive capital to hiding, since it is cowardly 
and always has the ability to protect it­ 
self by flight. 
The present counsels of the 
chief labor organization of the country all 
favor arbitration to avoid strikes, as equal­ 
ly injurious to industry and its dependents. 


and the resort to boycotting as the last and [ 
most dangerous appeal to human interests, 
and to be employed only as final action, 
and then with extreme caution. 
The one 
thing to be feared, therefore, in the present 
situation, is assault from w ithin the asso­ 
ciation. I t is possible th at the flush of vic­ 
tory and the consciousness o f power may 
inflame the majority and lead to the re­ 
jection of calm counsels and wise advice. 
We have confidence, however, in the ag­ 
gregated intelligence, patriotism and good 
sense of the American workmen. They are 
the product of our system, and arc able» 
we trust, to hold in cheek the radicalism 
with which so many of foreign birth are 
infected. 
Many of these latter have been 
taught that government is the synonym of 
oppression. From among this class the So­ 
cialists have been recruiting, since a mass 
of them have no true conception of self­ 
government, and th a t sublime system that 
makes every member of the republic at 
once a king and a subject. 
Among these, 
therefore, with the growth of power, will 
develop the disposition not merely to pro­ 
tect labor in its just rights, hut to dictate 
to capital how it shall 
he 
invested, 
and what methods it may employ to se­ 
cure rewards. 
It is no secret that the 
Socialists have agents w ithin the federated 
trade unions and the Knights of Labor, 
and th at these will hesitate at no means 
to disrupt the organizations, since their ex­ 
istence means the death of the nefarious 
socialistic rings and cliques that have the 
past few years drawn all the sustenance 
they have had, from the laboring classes. 
This means to vicious ends is now being 
withdrawn, and the conspirators propose to 
bring about, if they can, by cunning de­ 
vices, the disruption of the new system. 


LACK OF CLEARNESS. 


liie best friends of the anti-Chinese 
movement must regret that in the late 
Convention there was not more of that 
calmness of deliberation which gives to 
utterance of the popular voice its chief 
strength and greatest value. 
Even in the 
committee work there was lack of vigor 
and depth, since in presenting to the world 
the grounds on which the opjtosition to 
Chinese immigration proceeds, the most 
potent and the broadest, in fact that which 
underlies all the others, and touches the 
quick of all the issues involved, was not 
referred to, or at least was but vaguely ex­ 
pressed, and not with the clearness so 
necessary to comprehension at the East, 
where this question is liefogged by preju­ 
dice and a false sentiment regarding the 
brotherhood of man. 
W e refer to the 
neglect to explicitly, clearly, and in so 
many plain words, declare that Cliineoe 
im migration is not for the best interests of 
this country, because the Chinese workers 
method of living enables him to exist 
upon such a small daily stipend from his 
earnings, that he is enabled to crush out 
all competition by the white workman, of 
whom our civilization demands conditions 
of life impossible to him upon the wage of 
the Chinaman. It is true that in a general 
way this is twice hinted at in the plat­ 
form, but it is nowhere clearly expressed. 
The seat, pith, kernel and germ of the 
whole question resides in the statem ent of 
fact—not made 
in 
the platform—that 
as 
the white workman 
cannot 
main­ 
tain _ a 
family, 
conform 
to 
our 
system 
of 
civilization, 
move 
upon 
the 
plane 
of 
American citizenship, 
establish 
a home, enjoy the 
ordinary 
home and social comforts and privileges, 
or contribute ordinarily to the material 
strengthening of the country, when in 
competition with a laborer, of whom these 
requisites of an independent and rightly 
eonstituted citizenship is not demanded, 
therefore a lalior system that compels the 
American workman to forego them is dan­ 
gerous to the substantial manhood and 
womanhood of the country and to main­ 
tenance ol America’s free institutions. 
In 
the Sacramento platform adopted in De­ 
cember last, this m atter was much more 
clearly expressed in the following sentences, 
which, had they been incorporated in the 
State platform, would have made it clearer 
and more forcible in the estimation of the 
Eastern c ritic : 
T hat the Chinese laborer and gene ral wagc- 
w iuncr, brine; a com petitor with the white 
laborer and artisan, by such com petition com­ 
pels the latter to live in a state corresponding 
to th at of the social condition of the Chinese in 
our midst. 
T hat such a condition for the 
Am erican laborer and artisan m eans a m ethod 
of life ¿uCtURJ.’?table w ith the recognized de­ 
m ands of Am erican citizenship, and the conse­ 
quent degradation of that clast; of our citizens 
to a level not for a mom ent to be contem plated, 
and that m ust result in the reduction of the la­ 
boring classes to a condition antagonistic to our 
entire system of governm ent. 


the visitors to this city to see our fruit ex­ 
hibits. Such an exposition can be made 
for one or two days, at a merely nominal 
cost. 
There is need only to ask for sam­ 
ples of fruit in the northern and central 
sections, place them in a commodious hall, 
throw open the doors and invite our East­ 
ern friends to come and see. 
There will 
be contributions in plenty, and the value 
of none need be lost to the owners. 
We 
believed then, and still do, that this peo­ 
ple could afford to expend the few hundred 
dollars necessary to transport the Grand 
Army visitors by steamer or rail to this 
city on a given day. Wc notice now that 
the programme of days for the season of 
the Grand Army Encampment has been 
reported, and that the days have lieen 
parcelled out between various suburban 
localities and San Francisco. 
Some town 
and cities are given a day without compe­ 
tition. while Sacramento is given one 
day in company with three or four other 
places. 
Probably the guests will be so 
great in number that this arrangement will 
not prevent all coming to Sacramento who 
can he transported. 
But we subm it that 
if they are to come, we should make some 
especial effort for their entertainm ent, and 
that the fruit fair suggested by Mr. Boruck 
is precisely the thing to settle upon, 
it 
will be the least expensive, the most rep­ 
resentative, and will operate to draw to us 
more visitors than any other agency that 
can he employed. 
It is probable that the 
northern fruit sections will heartily join 
in the movement if it is once undertaken. 


I f ever in tiie history of the nation wise 
counsel were needed in Congress, and 
pacifying and conservative influences in 
California, and the other Pacific States 
and Territories, that time is the present.

DOMESTIC " HELP." 


The head of the local committee on the 
supply of domestic “ h elp ” in this city and 
county has reported it is impossible to 
supply the demand for white cooks and 
housemaids to supplant the Chinese lalior- 
ing in the homes of the community. Now, 
it is a fact there are a multitude of fam­ 
ilies in California in which Chinese domes­ 
tics are employed from sheer necessity. 
Any attempt, therefore, to bring to bear 
social pressure by combination, or other­ 
wise, to force these families to speedily 
dispense with Chinese “ help,” will he ab­ 
solute cruelty, and have no compensating 
results. 
As we have once before this week 
said, the domestic-servicc problem is not 
to be solved until there is a different sup­ 
ply for the demand than is now to be had. 
The thing to do is now to go slow in this 
matter, and not oppress the poor, com­ 
pelled by lack of room, physical inability 
of the housewife to “ get along” without 
“ help,” and other causes, to Miflér. 
It 
may be a timely suggestion to advise all 
who employ Chinese domestics and are 
willing to displace them when proper 
substitutes can lie had, to notify the local 
representative of the Executive Committee 
(just created) in the several counties. 
By 
such procedure these persons can ascertain 
just w hat the supply is, and hold out in­ 
ducements or organize efforts for the im­ 
portation of “ help ” from the East to meet 
the demand. 
Colusa county citizens, a 
few years ago, proceeded according to this 
plan and with entire success, bringing in a 
large number of cooks and housemaids to 
meet a preascertained demand.

HEALTH OF THE STATE. 


A V ery G ratifying S h ow ing M ade for th e 
M onth o f F ebruary. 
Dr. Gerrard G. Tyrrell, perm anent Secre­ 
tary of the State Board of Health, makes 
the following rem arks in his report for 
February, 1886: 
The mortality records for the month of 
February show a gratifying decrease from 
those of the previous month, especially in 
diseases affecting the respiratory system. 
That this is due, in a great measure, to the 
warm and dry weather that generally pre­ 
vailed throughout the State during Febru­ 
ary can hardly be denied, and is strongly 
confirmatory of the opinion expressed bv 
other observers, that the decrease of pul­ 
monary diseases in point of fatality is 
coincident with a higher range of temper­ 
ature and a lessened amount of moisture. 
We find lront reports received from eighty 
localities, comprising an estimated popula­ 
tion of 506.SÓ5, that tlic deaths from ttli 
causes numbered 674, a percentage of 1.3 
per 1,000 in the month. 
Reports front eighty-four localities indi­ 
cate a very limited am ount of sickness 
throughout the State. 
The prevalence of 
pneumonia and bronchitis lias abated in a 
great measure. Influenza still prevails in 
many localities, .among the places where 
pneumonia is noticed, tnav be mentioned 
Bed Bluif, Modesto, Bakersfield, Truckee 
Vallejo, lone, Santa Rosa, Johnsvillc. Sac­ 
ramento and San Francisco. 
Bronchitis is likewise very prevalent 
over tiio Slate, but docs not appear t»> be 
epidemic in any localitv, or attended, with 
any unusual mortality. 
Influenza is epidemic in Newcastle, and 
is noticed as prevailing generally, being re­ 
ported in Williams. Cottonwood. H ill’s 
Ferry. Fort Bidwell, lone, Vallejo. Ander­ 
son, Johnsville, Bed 
Bluff. Livermore 
Wcaverville, Castroville and Modoc county 
Whooping-cough is noticed in Franklin 
Forest Hill, Santa Ana, Jolon, Angel's 
Camp, H iil’s Ferry. San Francisco and 
Sacramento. 
Measles prevail in Fort Bidwell. San 
Francisco, Susanville aud t'kiah, of mild 
type. 
Scarlet fever is reported from Alturas 
Redding (very mild), Anderson, Colton, Led 
Bluff, Santa Barbara, San Francisco and St 
Helena. The type is mild and the m or­ 
tality limited, 
it should not be forgotten 
that the iufectiousness of the disease is not 
tobe measured by the mildness of the at­ 
tack, and as this is a popular error, the re­ 
sponsibility o fth e physician in his relation 
to the public is grcatl v enhanced, as parents 
are, as a rule, ignorant of the fact that the 
infection of scarlet fever is communicable 
for several weeks after the rash has disap­ 
peared, and ure very prone to send liieir 
children to school wliile the skin is vet 
desquamating, a condition in which the 
lnfectioasnojis of the 
is itiust active 
No child that has any rash, sore th ro at or 
other evidence of scarlet fever, should be 
permitted to mingle with other children 
until a physician has declared that all dan­ 
ger ol imectioTi is over, and every house in 
which scarlet fever has appeared should be 
strictly quarantined, and, as in M ichigan,a 
card should be fastened upon the entrance 
gate, declaring the disease and forbidding 
admission within. The disinfection of the 
house and clothing should be thorough, as 
the germs of this disease are particularly 
repeljant to the action of germicides. The 
burning of sulphur, in an efficient manner 
seems to destroy them effectually. 
Smallpox has disappeared with the single 
case reported last nmntb. 
Diphtheria is stiil prevalent in various 
places. 
Dr. Payne writes front Berkeley 
that they have exterminated it there.

D. O. M ills A Co. Ash for a W rit of M an­ 
d ate. 
The National Dank of D. O. Mills & Co., 
through its attorneys, Beatty <fe Denson, 
lias made application to Judge Van Fleet 
for a writ of mandate to compel D. J. 
O ullahan, State Treasurer, to pay a cerlain 
warrant drawn in the sum of $1,2X3. It is 
set forth that J. W. McCarthy, as Clerk of 
the Supreme Court, was authorized to pro­ 
vide Gourt-roonts, attendants, furniture, 
fuel, etc., for the use and convenience of 
the Supreme Court, the same to be paid for 
out of an appropriation made in the usual 
maimer by the Legislature. In this m an­ 
ner be incurred a bill of $1,213, which was 
certified to as being correct by three Jus­ 
tices of the Court. The account was then 
presented to the State Board of Examiners, 
who accepted it as a proper charge, and 
si ut the demand to the State Controller, 
who drew a warrant in favor of McCarthy 
for the am ount April 10, 1885. The appro­ 
priation having been exhausted, McCarthy 
disposed of the warrant to I. \V. Heilman, 
and late in February last he transferred it 
to D. O. Mills & Co., who ¡'resented it for 
payment to the Sia'e Treasurer Fcbm ary 
25tb, but that official refused to pay: 
wherefore the bank seeks relief through a 
w rit of mandate. The matter came up in 
Departm ent One yesterday, but the hearing 
was continued for one week, the parties 
being granted five days to make return.

Qini Yuen was last December tried in 
the Superior Court on a charge of assault 
to m urder another Celestial, by stabWng 
him with a butch-r-knife at a slaughter­ 
house just below the city limits.

SOME HISTORY OF INTEREST TO 
THE PACIFIC COAST. 


"W alker's F ilib u sterin g E xp ed ition s 
to C entral A m erica B efore 
th e C ivil W ar.

T he chief w arehousem an of th e old W al- 
n ut-street pioneer firm of George Crawford 
A Son is B ernard Fangm ann (fam iliarly 
called " B arney” by his fiiends), a m iddle- 
aged Germ an-A inerican, a q u iet, p h leg m atic 
T euton, who plods along day by day, popu­ 
lar and highly respected by all w ith w hom 
he has business relations. 
** B arney ” is 
plain and unassum ing, never referring to 
his past life, and yet m any years ago he 
u nintentionally bore his part in try in g to 
perpetuate the reign of slavery in th e U nited 
States by adding, through revolution and 
conquest, the Central A m erican States to 
th is country. 
Leaving “ B arn ey ” at 
his w arehouse 
duties for a w hile, a little retrospection will 
give the rta ler a better insight into th e ob­ 
ject aim ed at in this article. T hrough the 
w ar w ith Mexico and subsequent treaties 
w ith that nation, tlie United States not only 
retained Texas, but in addition thereto 
added Arizona, New Mexico, California and 
a lurge extent of other territory. 
A bout 
th e sam e tim e, or w ithin a year or two, 
gold was discovered in California, causing 
a rush to the I’aciflc slope o f a great n u m ­ 
ber of restless, law less spirits from every 
section of the country, and even from E u­ 
rope, all bent upon m aking their fortunes 
in the briefest possible period. 
A fter a tierce contest and m ost bitter acri­ 
m onious debates 111 Congress, C alifornia 
was adm itted to the U nion as a free State, 
Iow a and one or two others ju st preceding 
it under the sam e status, giving the anti- 
siavery sentim ent a great advantage. 
T he 
slaveholders an d their N orthern allies now 
concluded th at th eir only hope for th e re­ 
tention of power was in'being able to add 
additional slave States bv conquest of ter­ 
ritory from Mexico, C'uba and Central 
A m erica. 
A pretext m ust be m ade for the 
U nited States to m ake w ar upon one or all 
of the countries nam ed, and if this could 
not be done, the only recourse was to fit 
out filibustering expeditions, w hich, under 
th e flimsy guise of liberation, w onld invade 
and m ake w ar upon those countries—am i 
succeeding even for a short tim e—applv 
for adm ission into th e U nion, w hich appli­ 
cation w ould not be in vain, as every de­ 
p artm en t of the G overnm ent was under 
th e pro-slavery control. 
There were thousands of m en in Califor­ 
nia and other sections om of em ploym ent, 
and ready for any enterprise full o f excite­ 
m ent and prom ising plenty of “ boodle." 
All needed was a daring leader, and th at 
im portant personage was found in G eneral 
W illiam W alker, the " Grav-eyc-d Man of 
D estiny, ’ who was selected to head these 
enterprises. 
A word about this m an W alker. 
In the 
year 1820 a Scotchm an, form erly a w ealthy 
and prom inent Jta n k er in his native land, 
em igrated to Am erica, settling in N ashville, 
T enn., w here four years later, o r in 1824, a 
son was born, and th at son was W illiam 
W alker, the renow ned 
filibuster. 
Great 
car.' was taken in th e education o f the son, 
he finishing a college course in one of the 
best institutions of the South 
W hen 
quite a young m an he w ent New Orleans, 
w here 
he 
studied 
law 
and 
ruedi- 
ciue, 
later 
on 
becom ing 
th e 
editor 
o f the 
New 
O rleans 
Crescent. 
From 
Louisiana he w ent to San Francisco, as­ 
sum ing editorial control of th e H erald of 
th at city. 
In 1852 he was in th e G naym as 
expedition, w here his natural love for ex­ 
citem ent 
and 
adventure 
was 
further 
strengthened. 
A t San Francisco, in July, 
1853, fie organized an expedition for the 
conquest o f Sonora and Low er California, 
both of w hich were provinces of M exico. 
T hrough funds furnished by w ealthy slave­ 
holders of th e Southern States, W alker 
purchased, arm ed and equipped the bark 
Caroline, in w hich he sailed from San F ran ­ 
cisco 
w ith 
sixty-six fellow -adventurers, 
%October 15th of th e sam e year), lauding >0 
o’ue tim e at La Faz, Low er ’ California, 
w here he a t once issued th e follow ing flam ­ 
ing p ro n u n ciam en to : 


SONORA EXPEDITION. 
Lower California Decreed a R epublic-Colonel 
W illiam W alker Declared President. 
Proclam ation issued on the Ed day of Novem­ 
ber, 1853.—The Republic of Calilornia ia hereby 
declared free, sovereign and independent, and 
all allegiance to the Republic of Mexico is for­ 
ever renounced. 
Decree, 7th inat.—All duties, w hether exports 
or Imports, are hereby abolished.

W i l l i a m W a l k e r , 
President of Lower California 
fKEPW ji M oK YjSecretarv of S tate.’ 
I 11 the m eantim e the M exican au th o ri­ 
ties were no t idle, but w ere rapidly con­ 
centrating troops to crush the invaders. 
A battle was fought a t La Paz, in which 
W alker lost som e of his very best m en, and 
after this he m arched and counterm arched, 
continually grow ing weaker, until w hen 
alm ost surrounded he took refuge in Cali­ 
fornia, surrendering to the U nited States 
authorities at San Diego, May G. 1854. 
R e­ 
tu rn in g to San Francisco, W alker w as th e 
lion of the hour, feasted and feted by all 
the jiro-slavery leaders. 
W alker's reverses had only sharpened 
Lis appetite for further adventures, and 
shortly afterw ards he com m enced organ­ 
izing an expedition for the conquest o f Cen­ 
tral America, w ith enterprise, w ith those 
w hich followed it, are now know n in h is­ 
tory as th e “ W’alker N iearanga F ilibuster­ 
ing Schemes.” 
T he first of these, consist­ 
ing of sixty-tw o persons, under W alker’s 
leadership, sailed 
from San 
Francisco 
M ay 4, 1855, on the 
bark 
“ V esta,” in

L anding liis m en and pulling 
dow n the 
M exican flag, he hoisted

forced to retreat to San Ju an cel Sur, on 
the Pacific; passing tbence to Virgin Bay, 
over the T ransit route, w hich was a cor­ 
poration principally owned by Com m odore 
C ornelius V anderbilt 
W alker’s m en had 
another ami a successful engagem ent w ith 
th e 
Spafllsh-A iuericans. 
W alker then 
seized a T ransit Com pany steam er and em ­ 
barked for New Granada, a town situated 
on the western bank of Lake Nicaragua, 
w hich he captured, m aking a treaty w ith 
G eneral Corral, th e M exican com m ander. 
Rivas, a M exican, was m ade President—in 
nam e only—W alker Connnander-iu-Chief, 
an d one P arker H . French M inister ot F i­ 
nance. G eneral Corral, objecting to this 
arrangem ent, was seized by W alker and 
executed w ithout even the form of a trial. 
Secretary French was sent as an E m ­ 
bassador to th e U nited States, but was re­ 
fused recognition by Secretary o f State 
W m . L. M arty. 
New recruits were con­ 
stantly arriving from different parts of the 
U nited States, w hich, w ith the natives 
w ho had cast their lot w ith the invaders, 
soon gave W alker a force of som e tw eive 
h u n d red as daring and reckless m en as 
ever gathered together. 
Pierre Soule (at th at tim e a distinguished 
m em ber of Congress from New Orleans, 
and, later on, one of th e leaders of the 
Confederates in the civil war) now visited 
W alker, and, it is believed, m ade arrange­ 
m ents for the U nited States to acknowledge! 
th e independence o f and annex to th is 
country, as 
five 
separate slaveholding 
States,' 
the five 
countries 
of Centrat 
A m erica. To m ake this acceptable to the 
pro-slavery party in th e U nited States, 
W alk er im m ediately issued a proclam ation 
establishing and legalizing slavery in all 
p arts of his Confederacy. 
T his, instead of 
being an advantage, was exactly th e oppo­ 
site; for all the native allies at once de­ 
serted, and the legal authorities of th e prov­ 
inces collected large bodies o f troops for 
th e purpose of exterm inating th e invaders. 
Colonel Scblessinger, one of W alker's Gen­ 
erals, at the head o f three hundred m en, 
w as totally defeated, an d forced w ith a 
sm all rem n an t of his force, to retreat to 
G ranada. 
T he Central A m erican forces 
soon appeared before G ranada, w hich place 
w as at once placed under a state o f siege. 
T h e fighting now was w ithout interm ission, 


the A m ericans, all having been accustom ed 
to the use of firearm s from early childhood, 
took deliberate aim , particularly a t th e na­ 
tive officers, w ho were alm ost invariably 
shot through th e bead. 
D uring th is long 
struggle thousands o f th e natives were 
killed, and the larger part’of the invaders. 
Tw o com panies, in one of w hich was 
out present tow nsm an, B ernard Fangm ann, 
took refuge in a church, w hich was re­ 
peatedly assailed, and m ost of th e be­ 
sieged killed and w ounded, and the bal­ 
ance m ade prisoners and executed w ithout 
trial. 
Fangm ann was shot through the 
neck, and though terribly wounded, m an­ 
aged to escape to the hospital, w here he re­ 
m ained until W alker surrendered w ith the 
few m en he had left to the U nited States 
naval authorities, and were brought back 
to the U nited States. 
“B arney” declares 
lie never before knew how handsom e the 
old tlag was until he stood under its pro­ 
tecting folds. 
“ The m en danced w ith joy 
to be out of their bad scrape.” 
It was 
w hile in G ranada that Barney saw Captain 
Bill Redding, of the No. 1 F ire Company, 
of this city, who ran aw ay from here a few 
years before w ith the m onthly pay’ of the 
m en of his com pany. 
lie was in th e hos­ 
pital w ith a great, gaping gunshot wound 
through the forehead, from th e effect of 
which he died the n ext day. 
B arney re­ 
turned to C incinnati, found em ploym ent 
w ith the house of Crawford <k Co., w here 
he has rem ained ever sine*, fully satisfied 
th a t th e old flag is good enough for him . 
W alker, on 
being 
released, traveled 
throughout the U nited States, and was the 
hero of the day. 
In all the principal cities 
he established Central A m erican Leagues, 
n ot forgetting C incinnati. 
W hile here he 
started a league, and secured forty recruits 
from the very lowest grades of society. 
These m en were shipped South singly and 
in squads, and as a m atter of fact, of the 
entire num ber, not one ever returned hom e. 
Som e died of ship fever and cholera, and it 
is thought th a t th e few w ho reached Cen­ 
tral A m erica were executed in a m ost sum ­ 
m ary m anner. 
W alker, after som e trouble, landed in 
Central Am erica once more, and after a few 
m inor successes was capiurc-d by the B rit­ 
ish authorities under the provisions o f the 
C layton-Bulw er treaty (w hich guaranteed 
the country in question against all attacks), 
and handed over to the Central Am erican 
authorities, w ho executed him and his 
principal officers w ithout m uch form ality. 
T hus ended the plot to annex Central 
A m erica to the U nited States, giving us at 
least five additional slave States. 
Hail the 
schem e been successful A braham Lincoln 
would n ot have been elected President in 
1SG0, the civil w ar w ould not then have 
taken place, and slavery w ould probably 
now be one of th e legalized institutions of 
this country.

M rs. Ew ing w ho is lecturing upon cook­ 
ing at C incinnati is thus reported in the 
Commercial Gazette:

Blot used to say there were five hundred 
ways of cooking an egg.

ing questions, but she thinks there m ay be 
a thousand different ways o f serving them . 
T here are but four distinct processes of 
cooking these edibles—boiling,frying, ro s t­ 
ing an d m ixing. 
’Som e extrem ely dainty and delicious 
dishes were m ade and passed around the 
class for inspection and to be eaten. 
Sev­ 
eral of these arc excellently suited for 
breakfast dishes. Tw o very pleasing dishes 
were dressed w ith w hite sauce. A delicious 
m ixture, m ade of one pint of m ilk, season­ 
ed to taste, thickened w ith a heaping table­ 
spoonful of flour m ade sm ooth w ith a level 
spoonful o f butter, w hites of four hard- 
boiled eggs were shredded lengthw ise to 
m ake the hay for an im aginary nest, and 
in the center were piled up the yolks cut in 
halves; over th is was poured a" portion of 
the w hite sauce; the dish was then set in 
th e oven for a few m om ents. 
Tiiis “ lien's 
n est" was again varied by m incing the 
yolks of four hard-boiled eggs w ith an 
equal quantity of bread crum bs softened 
w ith cream, and well seasoned. T his m ix t­ 
ure is m olded in the shape of h a lf yolks 
and dressed w ith wiiite sanee. 
A delicious 
om elette, an om elette souffle, shirred eggs, 
poached eggs, and cheese, and parsley om ­ 
elettes and stuffed eggs were am ong the 
ilishfS dem onstrated. 
1 he way to periectly boil an egg, a la 
Ew ing, is to put it in cold water, let it 
slowly come to a boil, and then cook fifteen 
m inutes. T his secures the lender yolk so 
desirable in hard-boiled eggs. 
T he egg question is one of trem endous 
proportions. 
T his country consum es $10,- 
000,U00 w orth of eggs yearly. 
Fifty th o u ­ 
sand dollars’ w orth of these eggs is wasted 
daily by im perfect m ethods of cooking, and 
yet these wasteful people speak disrespect- 
full v of the barn-vard fowl.

Cool th at air by a w ind draft of cooler at­ 
m osphere. or by electrical or chem ical in ­ 
fluences, and the m om ent tlie air becomes 
cooler it trives up som e of tlie w atery parti­ 
cles 
until 
a 
raiu-drop 
is 
form ed. 
One of these m inute rain-drops is m ade op 
of m illions o f infinitely sm all watery p arti­ 
cles. 
A ir passing over tb e cold tops of 
m ountains is cooled dow n so th a t it gives 
up a good deal of the concealed w atery va­ 
por, and hence little rain falls in the region 
along th e lee side of such m ountains. T his 
is w hy so little rain falls in Colorado, and 
in other places n orth and south o f th at 
State. T he prevailing w inds blow from the 
west, and the cool tops of th e R ocky m oun­ 
tains lower their tem perature and th u s take 
out th e m oisture th at w ould otherw ise fall 
in rain. 
Men are building water-w ays to 
draw off this m ountain-deposited w ater and 
conduct it off on to tb e dry plains and irri­ 
gate them . They restore to th e soil the 
m oisture th at has been taken aw ay by tb e 
cool m ountain clim ate, so th at it does not 
fall in natural rain.—[Prairie Farm er.

AXlIENT TUNNELS. 


T h e R om an s a s E n g in eers and S om e o f 
T h eir W ork s. 
¡Correspondence Indianapolis Journal.) 
If you leave, with me, Naples by carriage 
¡although we might go by steam train, nar­ 
row-gauge railroad), we immediately go 
through a tunnel three-quarters of a mile 
long, cut right through a mountain 800 feet 
high. This tunnel is driven through a 
volcanic rock called tufa, which is about as 
hard as the Indiana “ freestone," found in 
the vicinity of the bluffs of W hite river, 
near Waverly. 
When was this tunnel 
(which forms the highway for the whole 
country west of Naples) cut through the 
m ountain of I’osilippo? 
The answer to 
this inquiry will be interesting to all en­ 
gineers. and is worthy of a place in your 
railroad “ colvume," which keeps us posted 
up in the railway traffic, and in the dia- 
mond-paned, nickel-plated “ Union 
De­ 
pot.” This tunnel of I'osilippo, as it now 
exists, was cut through only twenty-seven 
years before Christ, and, therefore, has the 
juvenile age of 1,913 years, or 1,519 years 
older than the discovery of America by 
Christopher Columbus. 
Augustus Ctesar’s great Minister of Pub­ 
lic Works, Marcus Agrippa, made the 
present tunnel—or ho may have enlarged 
it from a sm aller one that answered the 
commercial communications and necessi­ 
ties of the days before the empire. This 
tunnel is to-day, as I said, the great high­ 
way to the heart of Naples, as it has been 
for more than 1,900 years. The great Ap- 
pian way ran to Capua, within thirty miles 
of I’uteoli: thence this maghificeut Roman 
high road, under the name ol the “ Con­ 
su la r” way, was continued to Puteoli, and 
then the Consular way pushed on through 
Neapolis ¡.Naples), Herculaneum, Pom­ 
peii, Stabia, Nucera, Salemura, Psaatum, 
down toR heuim . This tunnel of I’osilippo 
was formerly called the grotto or tunnel of 
Puteoli. The ancients worked in this m an­ 
ner, viz.: they began their perforations 
at each end, and also from above, in two 
places equidistant from the termini of the 
tunnel. The guide-books, both Murray 
and Daedekar. will tell you that the perfora­ 
tions or shafts from above were made by 
Alfonso I., in the fifteenth century, which 
ts altogether wrong. No less than four 
tunnels of Roman construction existed in 
the vicinity of Naples, and they, all of 
them —even the latest, rediscovered and 
opened in 1842—have shafts from above. 
The Romans were great road, tunnel and 
bridge builders, and we have never vet 
given their engineers half the credit which 
wc should for their great science and skill. 
Nowhere, not even in the city of Rome, or 
on the Roman Campagna, are there so many 
evidences of their engineering skill, as are 
to be found in tbe vicinity of Naples. A 
young architect from London, with whom 
I have recently gone over these classic 
scenes, has been perfectly astonished at the 
engineering abilities displayed by tiie Ro­ 
mans in their public and private works 
near Naples. 
I have been glad to see that 
at the recent meeting of the British Asso­ 
ciation of Science, helu at Aberdeen, Scot­ 
land, B. Baker, an eminent British civil 
engineer, reud a paper recalling certain en­ 
gineering feats of the ancients. As there 
are many engineers and others who are 
readers of the Journal, I think it will inter­ 
est them for me to quote one portion of 
Mr. Baker’s paper. Mr. Baker says : 
“ I have 110 doubt that as able and enter­ 
prising engineers existed prior to the age of 
steam and steel as exist now, and their 
work was as beneficial to mankind, though 
different in direction. In the im portant 
m atter of water supply to towns, indeed, I 
doubt whether, having reference to facility 
of execution, even greater works were not 
done 2,090 years ago than now. Herodotus 
speaks of a tunnel, eight feet square and 
nearly a mile long, driven through a m oun­ 
tain in order to supply the City of Samos 
with water, and his statement, though long 
doubted, was verified in 1882, through the 
Abbot of a neighboring cloister accidentally 
unearthing some stone slabs. Tbe German 
Archaeological Society sent out Ernst Fabri- 
cius to make a complete survey of the work, 
and the record 
reads like that of 
a 
modern engineering skill. 
Thus from 
a 
covered 
reservoir 
in 
the 
hills 
proceeeded an arched conduit about 1,000 
yards long, partly driven as a tunnel, and 
partly executed on the “ cut and cover” 
system adopted 
0 1 1. the London under­ 
ground railway. The tunnel proper, more 
than 1,100 yards in length, was hewn by 
ham m er and chisel through the solid lime­ 
stone rock. 
It was driven from the two 
suds, like the great Alpine tunnels, w ithout 
intermediate shafts, and the engineers of 
2.400 years ago might well be congratulated 
for getting only some dozen feet out of 
level, and little more out of line. 
From 
the lower end of the tunnel branches were 
constructed to supply the city mains and 
fountains, and the explorers found venti­ 
lating shafts and side entrances, earthen­ 
ware socket pipes, with cement joints, and 
other interesting details connected with the 
water supply of towns. 
This tunnel of I'osilippo is also a tine 
specimen of ancient engineering. 
Millions 
of hum an beings have each year, for nearly 
twenty centuries, passed thtough it. Roman 
chariots and other ancient vehicles have 
left their autographs scraped and scratched 
into the lining-stone; and modern wagons 
and carriages still rub their hubs against 
it, leaving their traces for generations to 
come. Strabo wrote about this tunnel. 
•Seneca described his passage through it: 
Petronious satirized it. and Petrarch, Boc­ 
caccio, Cappaccio, and more modern writers 
have told us their thoughts about i t ; and 
it seems good for a thousand years to come. 
Virgil’s tomb is just above its eastern en­ 
trance, and the poet’s farms 'w here he 
wrote part of both the “ Georgies” and the 
' K ncid” ) are over it. 


INOCULATION 
IN ST. 
LOUIS. 


A G enuine C ase o f R ab ies T reated a la 
P asteu r. 
W hile rasteur’s patients have been dis­ 
porting on tbe narrow stage of a dime 
museum in this city, says the Globe-Demo­ 
crat, a physician has most quietly, in his 
liack office, been emulating, and that suc­ 
cessfully, the work of the great French 
saTant, his subject being no small boy but 
a grown man, who realized all the im port­ 
ance of his situation. 
On January 15th, of this year. 44. P. W ill­ 
iams, a ranchman, of Callaway Postoffice. 
Texas, tall, wirv and active, was severely 
bitten in the right hand by his own dog, a 
2 year-old animal. The dog exhibited un­ 
mistakable symptoms of rabies, rushing 
about from place to place, biting many 
hogs and children that caine in his way. 
He was later on found three miles from tíic 
house dead. Mad or rabid dogs always die 
from five to seven days after they are at­ 
tacked. 
Williams, perceiving the gravity of his 
case, determined to go to Pasteur, for he 
had read of that gentleman's success.. With 
his brother he set out for St. Louis, arriving 
here on February 1st, too late, however) to 
m ake the trip. He was fortunate enough 
to find a scientific physician who wns able 
and bold enough to supply Pasteur's place, 
and immediately put him self under his 
treatm ent. In fact he hSU telegraphed Dr. 
Mcl<ean. and received assurance that ho 
could receive such treatment here, lie had 
all the symptoms of the dread disease pro­ 
duced by the virus of a rabid canine. 
There were pains in the bones, swelling of 
the glands, especially the inaxiliaries and 
those of the right arm, quick pulse, and a 
feeling of oppression in the chest and 
thorax. One symptom, nausea, developed 
only after the iirst inoculation, but disap- 
appeared immediately after. His tem per­ 
ature was 37.8° centigrade under the maxil- 
iarv, 36.3° under the tongue. 
The doctor, as already stated, set to work 


at once. He had virus which he knew to 
be of the best origin, and of whose effici­ 
ency he had no doubt. H e alternated it by 
compressed oxygen and heat. 
A Globe-Democrat reporter witnessed and 
was interested by some of the inoculations. 
The voung ranchman lay on a sofa in the 
doctor’s laboratory, and his undergarments 
were drawn back, and with an ordinary 
atomizer the doctor projected a spray of 
chloroform against the young m an’s cut­ 
icle in tbe region of the groin. 
This was 
done to prevent unnecessary pain, yet it 
could be seen that the young ranchman 
would suffer a little, for he set his teeth 
firm and clutched his hands back behind 
his head when the needle of the hypoder­ 
mic syringe was inserted under his skin. 
Once each day the operation was repeated, 
and on the tenth day twice. All this while 
the patient experienced no inconvenience, 
going about and visiting the city, though 
of course leading a regular life. The doc­ 
tor explained that he had chosen this spot 
in which to inoculate the young man as it 
was least inconvenient, though some other 
region might have rendered it more speed­ 
ily efficacious. A scar about the size of a 
dime, with a copperish color, was the only 
indication of the operation. 
After the ten 
days the doctor declared his work com­ 
plete, and apparently it was most success­ 
ful. His patient has left for Texas in the 
best of health and spirits, and confident of 
im m unity from rabies. 


lla se b a ll vs. Drain*. 
Joe Brown, in tbe Commercial Review, 
pays his tribute to those under the baseball 
craze, as follows: 
The national game has degenerated into 
a national absurdity. 
It was in the begin­ 
ning spuriously dignified with the " na­ 
tional ” title by reason of those common 
uses which proverbially make familiarity 
the breeder of contempt. We are not an 
enemy to athletic sports, nor do we view 
the baseball ground askance with the eye 
of tiie pulpit hypocrite, who classes the 
game among the sinful pastimes of the 
day ; and vet we agree that the “ national ” 
game has become worse than sinful, as 
viewed in a religious light. 
It is outrageously destructive of some­ 
thing in the heart of the nation more to be 
desired than the philosophy of good morals. 
It is productive of indolence, illiteracy a.id 
ignorance: therefore, destructive of the 
strength of intellectual manhood. Not as 
an element of evil within itself, but for the 
reasons—and they are m any—which fa­ 
miliarly stamp it as the “ great craze.” 
The boy at school may iorget his syntax 
and the double rule of three, but tlie'rulcs 
of baseball are indelibly impressed upon 
his memory. The young dude, fresh from 
college, and radiant with the honors of his 
class, will forget his Greek and Latin, he is 
sure to use bad English, but he is tinelv pol­ 
ished in the lingo of the ball and bat. There 
is a group of young men who, by their 
cloth and connection with the society, 
are the young gentlemen of the town. 
They occupy responsible and lucrative posi­ 
tions in the business world. They arc in 
close and earnest conversation, but they are 
not discussing the great business or political 
problems of the day. They are seriously 
sum ming up—not the results of a day in 
shop or store—but the dashing exploits and 
brilliant achievements of heroes on the dia­ 
mond field. That polite looking company 
of young men coming arm-in-arm this 
way have a topic in which they appear 
deeply absorbed. It is no obstruse meta­ 
physical question. It is not of books 
nor of the ethics of profession. The 
vulgar technicalities of the green dia­ 
mond are more congenial to their tastes 
and better adapted to their enfeebled un­ 
derstandings. But it is not the young men 
alone that are thus mentally and morally 
diseased.

They have not delighted themselves in the 
charms of Dickens. Hugo, Thackerav, Bry­ 
ant, Ruskin, Scott. Bulwer, Byron or Shake­ 
speare : but oh, how these crazed Ameri­ 
can people of ours have treasured up tiie 
records of all the scores of the year’s base­ 
ball! 
The great national game! 
The 
g oat national craze ! Another enemy that 
is put into the head to steal away the brain.

T he U n im provable F id d le . 
In walking through the Exhibition of 
Musical Instrum ents at South Kensington 
I was much struck with the contrast which 
does not appear to have thus forced itself 
upon general attention, if I may judge by 
the critical notices that have "been pub­ 
lished. I refer to the great and still con­ 
tinuing progress of improvement in the 
construction of the pianoforte, as compared 
with tbeabsolute absence of even the sm all­ 
est step of improvement of the violin, vilo, 
violoncello, or violone. The clavichords, 
harpsichords, davieymbalums, soinets,gra- 
vicen.bali col piano" e forte, were all tom­ 
toms compared with the modem piano, 
while the fiddles, big and little, of the same 
date are the models which our manufact­ 
urers can only endeavor to approximately 
imitate. 
Helntbolz has very profoundly 
worked out some of the leading problems 
of musical accoustics, but he has’not suc­ 
ceeded in demonstrating the mathematics 
of the queer shape of the fiddle. 
Innu­ 
merable attempts have keen made to im ­ 
prove upon the model of Stradivarius, but 
all have pitifully failed. 
Every curve of 
his models, their thickness, liieir bulge of 
back and belly, and even the queer, unac­ 
countable /-shaped openings must be im i­ 
tated with abject servility in order to pro­ 
duce a tine instrum ent. Some even assert 
that the amber varnish is essential. 
Is it 
that the makers of Cremona ultained abso­ 
lute perfection, and that 110 further im ­ 
provement is possible? or do our modem 
makers fail from the want of knowledge of 
the uccoustic principles on which the effi­ 
ciency ofinstrum entsof this class depends? 
Had the Cremona makers any theory, or 
did they work by “ rule of thum b,’’ or, 
more probably, did they, by patient and 
persevering study of a number of failures, 
arrive at practical truth by practical ex­ 
haustion of error? — [The Gentleman's

D ead C ities o f C eylon. 
The extent and beauty of the architectu­ 
ral remains of the great ruined cities in the 
interior of Ceylon are known to but few. 
There are many of them, and they are full 
of archieologic and artistic interest. The 
city of Anuradhapura, to instance only one 
of them, is in its way as wonderful as Pom­ 
peii or those great forest-grown cities of 
Central America. It is situated in a most 
lovely spot among the green valleys and 
wooded hills of the interiorof the island, 
and whichever way the eye is cast there 
are ruins, wonderfully beautiful ruins of 
shrines, dagobas, pavilions, wihares and 
groups of tall monolithic pillars carved 
from base to capital with a wondrous 
wealth of Oriental imagery. For miles the 
forest is strewn with these majestic m onu­ 
ments of a long since jierislied glory. So 
vast are some of these great brick-work 
buildings that it is reckoned that ttie m a­ 
terial of one dagoba, of the several at An- 
uradhapura. would be sufficient to build a 
wall more than ninety miles long, twelve 
feet high an 1 two feet thick. The enor­ 
mous artificial tanks, too. of this city might 
almost be included among the wonders of 
the world, so vast are the great bunds 
(dam) that confine the waters, and so m ar­ 
velous their construction. They lie now 
embosomed in the thick forest growth, and 
their shining waters are solitary but for 
the flocks of waterfowl upon them, and tbe 
crocodiles which float lazily on the surface, 
basking in the full glare of the vertical sun. 
The once busy banks are now deserted ex­ 
cept by the bands of chattering monk' ys 
which haunt it by day, and by herds "of 
darkness-loving elephants, which at night 
tim e leave the inner depths of the forest 
, and come there to bathe and drills.—[Corn-

N e w O r l e a n s , March 12th.—At 7:30 this 
morning, when the keepers went to call 
Ford and Murphy, who were to hang to­ 
day for the murder of Captain Murphv, 
committed on December 1,1884, he could 
not rouse them. 
Physicians were hurriedly 
called, and pronounced the men under the 
influence ot belladonna. Every eil'ort was 
made to restore them to consciousness. At 
10 o’clock M urphy ftad rallied a little but 
Ford was still unconscious. The crime for 
which Ford and Murphy are to he hanged 
is without a parallel in history. The high 
position of the accused and those asso­ 
ciated with them, the boldness and audac­ 
ity ot the crime itself.and the social, politi­ 
cal and financial influences brought to bear 
to retard and divert justice, made a trial 
duel between .the State and the defendants. 
The central figure in the tragedy was Judge 
Thomas 1. Ford, late Recorder of the city 
of New Orleans, now serving a twenty 
years’ sentence in the penitentiary for the 
part he played in the murder. 
Ford, the 
condemned man, is a brother of the Judge, 
and Murphy is an officer of Judge Ford’s 
Court. The trial showed that Judge Ford, 
his brother and five officers of his Court 
were implicated in the murder.

R io t o f S tr e e t- C a r S tr ik e r* . 


T o r o n t o (Ont.), March 12th.—The street 
railway troubles assumed a serious aspect 
to-day. According to the instructions of 
the President of the company, the running 
of the cars was left in the hands of tbe City' 
Commissioner. 
Late this morning a car 
manned with a force of police left tbe 
stables and started out over the Front- 
street road. A mob immediately appeared 
and adopted obstructive tactics, and before 
they had proceeded very m any blocks the 
car was completely blockaded"by coal carts, 
express wagons, etc. 
The police were 
powerless to attempt to get the ear through. 
The abandoned car was then turned toward 
the stables, where the mob attacked it and 
completely wrecked it. The driver and 
conductor were seized bv the rioters and 
severely injured before being rescued by 
the police. A squad of mounted police 
here came upon the scene and charged the 
mob, using their batons freely. Several of 
the mob were struck by stones and injured, 
while a policeman was knocked off his 
horse, but was not seriously hurt. Two 
arrests were made, and, in spite of efforts 
that were made to rescue them, the prison­ 
ers were taken to the station. Soon alter 
another car was started. The police were 
reinforced, and strong detachments were 
located along the route. The mob repeat­ 
edly charged and attempted to disable the 
car, but the police succeeded in getting the 
car through. 
Batons were again freely 
used, and with good effect. The leaders of 
the mob were put under arrest. 
At the 
present time hut few cars are running. 
Both in-Queen and Yonge streets each car 
is manned by half a dozen policemen. The 
Police Magistrate has instructed the Chief 
of Police to call out the militia if necessary, 
but the Chief thinks the force he has at his 
command at present is sufficient to enforce 
the iaws.
